We used a Flying Machine Factory 
porcupine head and downswept pipe. The 
bike did go faster. If you're looking for a 
little more performance, throw on a 32 or 
34mm Mikuni also. Since the article, FMF 
has come out with an upswept pipe which 
they feel is better than their downswept, 
and much better than the stock unit. 
They're located at 1418 West 259th St., 
Harbor City, CA, 90710. DG also has a 
downswept, called the Torquer-Too. 
They're located at 5552 La Palma Avenue 
East, Anaheim, CA 92806. Both compa- 
nies sell 32 and 34mm Mikuni carbs.

The amount 
of time it takes you to get a new cable out 
of the bag, route it through the bike, and 
set it up can easily get you into the next 
check late. But as you say, the cable is 
always there. On the other hand, if you've 
got two cables together, you've got twice 
the strength, thus it's going to take a very 
healthy tree branch to rip both cables off 
the bike. You'd probably be stopped 
immediately if the bike got hung up on 
something. We feel that you should route 
both cables together, but make sure that 
they are tucked closely to the machine so 
the possibility of getting them caught is 
minimized. Р

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CLUTCH CATASTROPHIES 


| have a problem with the clutch on my 
^74 Yamaha 250 MX. After working on my 
engine I'll put it back together and when | 
am tightening down the clutch spring bolts 
one of the studs breaks off. I’m on my 
fourth clutch hub since December of '74 
and | can’t afford paying $64 every time 
one of those studs breaks off. Any help 
would be appreciated!

It's possible that you're putting the 
clutch hub on wrong. When you slip it 
over the screw tunnels, the hub surface 
should be flush against the top clutch 
plate. If it isn't, remove the cover and set it 
back down again, moving it clockwise so 
that it's one hole farther to the right. You 
also might be tightening down one bolt at 
a time. Instead, you should use a pattern, 
gradually tightening each bolt a little at a 
time. If you've got a torque wrench, you 
should check to be sure that you don't 
tighten the screws more than 12 ft.-Ibs. 


YOKOHAMA 


| own a new ‘75 125 MX that runs just 
fine. My problem is the rear tire. It's a 
Yokohama and it has worn out so much in 
the short time that I’ve had the bike that | 
want to get rid of the tire. The thing I'm 
asking is what do you consider the best 
3.50x18 rear tire for my 125? Would a 
4.00x18 work on this small a machine?

You might be experiencing excessive 
tire wear because you've got the tube 
overinflated. For instance, we had a test 
machine that had 40 Ibs. of air in the rear 
tire. With only two hours of riding on the 
tire, it was rendered useless. Check your 
tires with a pressure gauge. You want 
somewhere between 10 and 15 Ibs. on the 
average. If you notice large chunks coming 
out of your 3.50, it's due to too much air or 
a frame clearance problem. We would 
suggest that you try the Yokohama Super 
Digger tire for your 125. Many of the 
factory teams in the 125 class are finding it 
to be beneficial. Don't overlook the 
Trelleborg either. 


WEIRD HEAD

We're a little confused too. If you 
discovered the chirping and pinging sound 
after you put in the DG radial head, you 
can go back to sleeping at night. Their-- 
radial head is designed a little strange, in 
the sense that the fins vibrate and send up 
a funny metallic, almost knocking noise 
when the machine is running. On some 
bikes it sounds as though the piston is in 
sideways and the whole thing is going to 
self destruct any minute. In other 
machines it doesn't make a sound. This is 
probably your problem. If the noise started , 
up before you installed the head, we would 
suggest that you split the cases and check 
the lower crankcase shims. One of them 
might be missing or worn down. If so, 
replace them before the lower end bearing 
lets loose and you really have something to 
worry about. 


SUZUKI SEIZURE 


| own a 1975 Suzuki 175 enduro; 
machine. When it gets hot the clutch 
becomes rough and hard to pull in. | have 
tried oiling the cable but it doesn't help 
much. What can'l do to help from getting 
tremendous muscles in my left arm? 
Roger Pheault

On the clutch cover (right side of the 
engine) there should be a bulge where the 
clutch actuating arm is housed. Above the 


' bulge is a small screw that is designed to 


keep the lever in the case. Remove this 
screw and with a good machine oil, drip 
some lubrication into the hole while 
working the clutch. Repeat this process for 
about 10 minutes, continually adding small 
drops of oil, until the lever is easier to pull 
in. The cable isn't the problem. The 
actuating arm is generally dry, thus when 
the engine gets hot the arm doesn't like to 
rotate. The lubrication should solve the 
problem.

EXPERT PIT TOOTSIES 


Ah yes, the expert! This is what makes 
going to the races worth the admission 
fee. The expert isn't hard to find. She's 
usually got at least four guys drooling 
behind her, trying to impress her with 
cartwheels, reciting the alphabet back- 
wards, and being able to quote passages 
from Marlin Perkin's Wild Kingdom. 

The expert is very distinguishable 


physically. She's got a great set of shock 
absorbers that have a tremendous amount 
of front-end travel, usually in the up and 
down direction while she's forging her way 
through the pits. LTR is exceptional from 
the back vantage point, although it travels 
in a left to right direction. 

The expert has frame geometry akin to 
Maico, Bultaco, and Montesa — the best in 
the world. Handling is excellent, if you're 
lucky enough to try some. Performance is 
rumored to be way above average, some- 
thing that you would have to agree with by 
just observing. She reminds you a lot of 
the “after” girl in those ads for women's 
whats-it developers in True Romances 
magazine. 

She's always dressed well. A halter top 
that is six sizes too small is usually adorn- 
ing her upper torso. Shorts that wouldn't 
fit your five-year-old sister are painted on. 
Both articles of apparel leave very little to 
the imagination, allowing you to figure out 
what's behind doors number one, two and 
three without guessing. 

Getting the expert to cooperate with 
you is a bit tricky. You've got to be a cross 
between Robert Redford, Charles Bron- 
son, Joe Namath and anyone else she's 
dated previously. The expert will only go to 
the best places to eat, dance and be merry, 
which immediately rules out your backyard 
barbeque, living room and van.

But 
make sure that mom isn't within five miles, 
or the old man will feign total amnesia on 
the subject. 


SUMMARY 


So there you have it. The pit tootsie 
broken down into classes. Now when you 
go out to the races, you can divulge the 
secrets of pit tootsie descriptions to your 
friends. But just remember one thing. The 
pit tootsies have their own classifications 
of racers. It just might be that while you're 
trying to impress an expert pit tootsie, in 
the back of her mind, she's trying to figure 
out a way to rid herself of a novice racer.

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GP STARTS 


| was recently in a race that had a rather 
unique start. They lined up all the bikes 
together. Then the riders had to stand 
about 100 feet from their machines. When 
the gun went off, you ran to your bike, 
jumped on, started it, and left. This was 
really fun and | hope that other promoters 
try this method for starting the really long 
races. My question is this: is there any 
good method or are there any secret tricks 
that you can tell me so that | can get good 
starts at these events?

Knowing your own machine's starting 
habits will help. Put in a new plug before 
the race. When you pull up on the line, run 
the engine a little bit with the gas tap off to 
insure that it doesn't flood. Then when 
you leave the machine make sure that the 
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kickstarter is at the top of the compres- 
sion stroke so that you can get the best 
out of one kick. If you start your bike while 
sitting on the seat, you'll have a faster 
start. Also, leaving the machine in gear 
and pulling in the clutch before you start 
will help. There is one method that | don't 
use, but l've heard that it's successful. 
That is to warm up your bike, turn off the 
gas, and then put a little straight gasoline 
(without pre-mix) into the float bowl. 
This seems to allow the machine to start 
easier, and you won't seize it. Just be sure 
that you only put a little gas in the float, 
and that the mixed gas that has lubricating 
oil in it, can soon follow your “starting 
mixture.” Other than that you can practice 
sprinting. Getting to your bike first is a big 
advantage. 


HILL QUESTING 


When | go riding with my buddies, it's 
usually in an area that | haven't seen 
before. They know the terrain, thus they 
can go blasting over hills and dirt mounds, 
knowing what's on the other side. | don't 
like to come flying over something that | 
haven't seen before. What is the best way 
to cover unfamiliar territory quickly 
without going off a cliff?

First of all, never ride over any hill that 
you can't see over. Accelerate as far as 
possible, then shut off in time to allow 
hard braking to slow you down to a safe 
speed before cresting the hill. You should 
always know what's on the other side, by 
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seeing it, before you fly over. Experienced 
desert riders have a saying that those who 
blast over blind hills and jumps will soon 
find a rock on the other side with their 
name waiting for them. Remember also 
that the ground is constantly changing. It’s 
quite possible that a large rock might be on 
that smooth hill you flew over last week. 


ROCK RACING 


In the few races that I’ve entered, I've 
always encountered a large group of rocks 
that slows down my progress. If | pick my 
way through slowly it takes up too much 
time. If | berserk it, | crash. If there is a 
section of rocks, say about 200 feet long, 
what is the best method for my getting 
through quickly without crashing?

When you get to a rock section, no 
matter if it is a flat area or downhill, try to 
pick a path that will take you in a straight 
line, the objective being to go from point 
to point. You should stand up on the pegs 
and keep the front wheel light and straight. 
If you try to pick your way around each 
and every rock, you will be going too slow 
and will increase the chance of the front 
wheel catching a rock with the front end 
turned, causing the bike to highside. Pick 
as straight a path as possible. Run over 
some rocks, go as quickly as you feel safe 
and don't worry so much about crashing. 
If you're more relaxed and allow the front 
wheel to slightly “wander” you'll get 
through alright.

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DESERT RACING 


When | race in the desert | enjoy myself 
extremely, but | get awfully thirsty. I’m 
slightly overweight (about 10 Ibs.) which 
could be part of my problem. Whenever | 
finish a race it seems that | can’t get 
enough liquid to satisfy myself. | can 
consume two bottles of Gatorade without 
even blinking an eye. | imagine that this is 
harmful to me. Are there any guides for 
how much water replenishment you 
should have?

If you're in good shape you can lose up 
to four or five quarts of water in two hours 
of desert racing. That is a lot to the rider 
who is in good shape. For instance, if you 
weighed yourself before and after a long 
race and found that you lost 13 Ibs., that’s 
about eight percent of your body weight. 
When a normal person loses 10 percent of 
his body weight in water, he will collapse 
and go into shock. If you lose too much 
water by sweating, you've got to face the 
fact that you're way too overweight. 
Drinking a lot of water doesn't really help. 
Your body can't absorb all that water right 
away — it takes a few hours at least. For a 
novice or beginning rider, a few small sips 
from a canteen every 20 minutes or so 
during a long desert race is a good guide. 
You don't want to get bloated or sweat 
unreasonably. A top rider is probably in 
training and on a diet and doesn't need 
this additional water due to his physical 
shape.

He says 
that the right way to land with a mono- 
shock is on your front wheel. | say he is out 
of his gourd. Who is right? He says that 
you will break the shock if you land on the 
back tire.

There is no reason for you having to 
land on the front wheel just because 
you've got a monoshock. Yamaha wouldn't 
sell a machine with such limitations. You 
should land the machine just like any other 
bike, rear wheel on the ground first and the 
front wheel eight to 12 inches off the 
ground. The only time you would land on 
the front wheel first would be to get the 
machine back to the ground for a tight up- 
coming corner or a better braking advan- 
tage. Otherwise it's silly to always land on 
the front with a monoshocker. 


STARTING PROBLEMS 


It seems that I’m terrible at getting 
starts. I'm always eating the dust of every- 
one else. l've tried different methods of 
getting off the line, but I’m still left behind 
the pack. Can you give me a rundown of 
the proper way to get over that pipe and 
into the first corner with a reasonable 
amount of traction and lead?

One of the most common problems for 
riders at the starting line is the nervous 
right wrist. They sit there and blip the 
throttle on and off, waiting for the starting 
gate to fall. You have a 50 percent chance 
of having the gate fall down just as you are 
off the throttle. In the amount of time that 
it takes to wick it back on, the rest of the 
pack is long gone. Sit at the gate, and 
when the starter gives you the warning 
sign and gets ready to drop the gate, turn 
the throttle on and hold it steady. Line 
your machine up straight, and set it only 
slightly behind the gate (about eight 
inches). Concentrate on the starter and try 
to anticipate the start. On a small-bore 
machine you can slide the clutch out and 
speed-shift the machine down the starting 
grid. If your machine is breaking loose too 
easily, slide your weight towards the rear. 
If not enough, move slightly forward. 
The main thing is to keep straight and not 
blip the throttle. If you go to a race where 
the big pros are, you'll note that the bikes 
coming down the starting area sound 
similar to a jet taking off. These guys never 
play with the throttle at the gate, and they 
certainly don't shut off in the start area. s.

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HARRY EVERTS: 


No doubt it's entirely coincidental, 
but motocross champions are often 
blessed with virile and racy names. Roger 
DeCoster, for example; if you pronounce 
the words with just a hint of their natural 
French accent they slip off your tongue 
with the very grace and style that goes 
into the smooth flow of his riding. 

Similarly, Heikki Mikkola—fierce, 
stabbing words reminiscent of the 
bearded Finn himself at work on his 
crackling Husky; and Torsten Hallman, 
Jaroslav Falta, Tony DiStefano, Hans 
Maisch—all bold, masculine pairings 
that match the aggressive physical sport 
in which their owners excel. 

But Harry? ... Everts? And riding a 
Puch, something that sounds like an 
unpleasant stunt a guy pulls after too 
many beers on an empty stomach? 

Well, unglamorous and 
unsophisticated though the combination 
sounds, we’re all going to have to get 
used to it, and we might as well start 
now. For at the time these words were 
being written, quiet Harry Everts and his 
improbable Puch (pronounced “роок” 
as in “took” and not as in “рике”) 
had just emerged as the favorite to clean 
up in the most hotly contested GP class 
of all, the fast and fiery 250s. In short, 
after two-thirds of this season’s rounds, 
Harry Everts was heading for the world 
championship in only his second year! 

But that’s typical of the way things go 
in the unpredictable world of the 250cc 
GP these days. You only have to look at 
the recent facts. In 1973, Hakan 
Andersson and Yamaha are champions, 
the kind of man and machine that 
everyone expects to see at the top; but the 
following year Andersson’s season is 
ruined by injury and along comes 
Russian Gunnady Moisseev to give 
Austria’s fledgling KTM factory its (and 
his) first world title. Then 1975 and this 
time it’s a Moisseev’s turn to suffer 
pre-season injuries, while from all the 
known heavyweight names out steps 
Everts and his Puch to spring even 
more surprises. 

He top-scored at the opening round in 
Spain, along with Suzuki’s Willi Bauer. 
But then he faded into the background 
for four rounds with Bauer always 
leading the points table, until he finally 
broke through with an incredible blitz of 
three overall wins from four rounds. 

Admittedly, Everts always had the 
kind of background to encourage him to 
do well. For a start, he’s Belgian, from 
the country where motocross is right up 
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there with soccer and cycling in the big 
league of national sports. And he’s the 
nephew of former rider Jef Teuwissen, 
one of the GP greats in the late '60s until 
injuries forced him into retirement. 

Maybe they go in for large families in 
the Flemish speaking part of Belgium 
from which Everts hails, but he is one of 
nine brothers and sisters, and Teuwissen 
had seven children. Everts was the only 
one of his family to go in for motorcycle 
racing, however, and he began at the age 
of 15, with Husqvarna, Maico and CZ 
machinery. 

Within a year his riding had earned 
support from a Husqvarna dealer in 
Belgium. He won two races as an 
international license holder at 17, but the 
kind of major break that every youngster 
needs came via the most successful rider

in the history of motorcross, six-time 
world champion Joel Robert. In Belgium, 
Robert has a business arrangement with 
Puch, and he recommended 

the promising teenager to the Austrian 
factory. 

At that time Puch was developing a 
125 with a British-made Dalesman 
frame, and Everts took the prototype to 
America and won seven out of the eight 
races he contested! Both parties were 
obviously happy with the liaison, even 
though Puch was almost totally unknown 
in motocross circles at that time. Then in 
the early '70s, Everts made his entry into 
GP racing. 

His initial progress was certainly no 
overnight fairy tale. In 1972, for 
example, he scored a mere two points, 
and ended the year with one leg thinner 
than the other after breaking a leg in 
France and a foot in Switzerland. 

But in 1973 he improved to score 
points in eight GP races, finishing the 
season with a total of 28 points, giving 
him 12th place overall. His best placing 
was fourth in the first leg in Sweden, and 
the year was also memorable for his 
effort in winning the Rixensaart 
Under-21 International in Belgium, then 
Europe's most important race for young 
riders. 

Everts was paying his dues in the hard 
GP circus, learning the tricks that help a 
rider last two full-bore 45-minute legs, 
while the men of Puch, more famous for 
their 50cc runabout mopeds that provide 
basic transportation for schoolkids and 
housewives in Europe, were gradually 
making the bike quicker. 

Last year was the season that Everts 
finally arrived. On a bike that was now 
among the fastest in the sport, and 
racing as a full pro now that he'd 
abandoned his job as a television aerial 
constructor, he rode to first and fourth 
places in Britain, and followed up with 
further wins in Finland and Switzerland. 
Much of his success was overshadowed 
by the duel for the world championship 
between KTM's Gunnady Moisseev and 
CZ's Jaroslav Falta. But on final scores 
he wasn't that far behind, with 132 
points to Falta's 139 and Moisseev's 141. 

Few people, if any, predicted that 
Everts would be a prime contender in 
1975. The pre-season talk was of 
Moisseev and whether he would recover 
in time from a broken arm, of 
Andersson, who seemed primed for a 
repeat of his '73 performance, of Torlief 
Hansen, Kawasaki's wild one who might 
just keep on the biké long enough to be 
champion, of American Jim Pomeroy, 
who'd shown a lot of speed the previous 
year in between problems with the works 
Bultacos. 

But at the first round in Spain, it was 
23-year-old Everts and Suzuki's new 
recruit Willi Bauer who top scored. 
Andersson showed his true form by 
winning the first leg from Everts and 
Bauer, but fell in the second race, leaving 
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Things are kinda down-home with the Puch setup in the pits.

By the two-thirds stage of the season, Hakan Andersson 
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and the factory Yamaha were emerging as Everts' 
biggest threat. 
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the 36-year-old West German veteran 
Adolf Weil to win for Maico, with Bauer 
second and Everts third. Even though 
Everts took the overall win because of his 
better race times than Bauer's, he still 
wasn't completely happy. He was on last 
year's bike and he felt it wasn't fast 
enough. Bauer was obviously going to be 
a threat, even though he'd left Maico and 
the 500cc class as recently as the previous 
October. Most riders take a long time to 
adjust to either a different class or a new 
bike, but Bauer had apparently ` 
overcome most of the problems in the 
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mere dozen or so winter races he'd done 
on the 250 Suzuki. 

Significantly, the top seven finishers in 
Spain were all on different. 
bikes—Everts, Bauer, Weil, Andersson, 
Falta, Hansen, and Sylvain Geboers for 

» Husqvarna—indicating that the coming 
struggle would be tough. 

In Austria, Everts scored a third place 
in one leg, but Falta was the day's hero, 
winning both legs, while Bauer got 
consistent second and fifth places to take 
the lead in the points table. 

Then in Belgium, something happened 











that was to change the whole 
series—although the significance of the 
event wasn't realized at the time. Puch 
wheeled out a new bike for Everts, a 
sensational machine with a dual 
induction system. There was normal 
piston-port induction via a carubetor 
leading into the back of the cylinder in 
the conventional way, but additional 
plumbing led down into the right-hand 
crankcase just below the cylinder 
finning. 

The appearance of the new system 
suggested a form of disc valve induction, 
but Puch was keeping very quiet about it. 
Factory race chief Hans Krammer and 
engine specialist Hubert Binder, the two 
men who lug the machine around Europe 
in a humble grey Fiat van, would just 
smile and shrug their shoulders. Yes, of 
course they would tell curious journalists 
a few details—the bore and stroke was 
72mm by 64mm, the capacity was 246cc, 
there was a six-speed gearbox, and the 
bike weighed 209 Ibs. They’d even tell 
you the power output, 40 bhp at 7500 
rpm. But further than that they wouldn't 
go, and certainly there was no way they 
were going to talk about the dual 
induction system. 

But the bike's debut wasn't that 
startling anyway. Everts was leading the’ 
first leg when the race was stopped and a 
false start declared. Then he scored 
moderately successful fifth and 11th 
places, while Pomeroy went on to win the 
second GP of his career, from Weil and 
Bauer. Bauer's consistency had now 
given him a 20-point lead in the series, 
and Everts was down to third place 
behind Falta. 

In Czechoslovakia, Everts still wasn't 
riding the new bike any faster than his 
old model. He scored a meagre three 
points for a solitary eighth place, and 
hardly anyone was talking about him 
when he slumped to fifth place in the 
table, while Bauer held on at the top with 
another second place. 

Finally, Everts mastered the extra 
speed of the new bike in Poland, winning 
both legs on a sandy track and bursting 
back up to hound Bauer in the points 
table, and the West German still hadn't 
got a race win to his credit yet. In the 
ráiny next round in Yugoslavia, Everts 
slid off in the first leg while challenging А 
for third place, but still finished seventh. · 
A win in the second leg gave him his 
second consecutive overall victory, - 
cutting the gap still further on Bauer, 
who'd managed just a single third place. 

In West Germany the Puch retired for 
the first time this year, and even then it 
wasn't due to a mechanical fault. A 
puncture while dueling for the lead with 
Hansen put Everts out, but second place 
in the next leg cut the points distance to 
just six between Bauer and Everts, 108 to 
102. / 

Bauer had felt this kind of pressure

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. There's a saying among pilots that 
goes something like this; “A plane that 
looks good usually flies good.” Of course 
that's not always true, but more often 
than not it is. In many ways the same 
could be said about motorcycles. If it 


looks good it usually works good. A. 


Maico is a good example; it certainly 
doesn't look pretty but it looks efficient, 
and as we all know it does get the job 
done. 

Another motorcycle that not only looks 
efficient but that can be called beautiful 
is the Bultaco Astro. This bike is meant 
primarily for professional short-track 
racing, but with a few minor changes and 
a front brake attached, it also doubles as 
a fine TT rig. When you first look at the 
Astro you get that gut feeling that says 
here's a bike that can make it, and you're 
not wrong. 

In the past the 250cc Astro was known 
as a strong bike with a short fuse. It got 
this reputation for a good reason—it 
wasn't the most reliable motorcycle ever 
put on the race track. Most knowledge- 
able Bultaco racers went through -the 
engine after every race. If they didn't it 
wouldn't make the next complete night 
of racing. That's not true anymore 
however, ever since Bultaco went to the 
359cc engine, which is legal under AMA 
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А Professional Machine For The Professional Rider 





rules. The machine has become super 
reliable and it's still ungodly fast. 

A short-track machine is completely 
different from a motocrosser. A track 
that a short-track rider would call rough, 
a motocrosser would think ridiculously 
smooth. And probably the biggest 
difference is that during a short-track 
race the bike only has to turn left. It’s 
kinda like the Indy cars, if you have to 
turn right you’re in deep trouble. 

Because the short-track machine has 
only these relatively simple tasks to 
perform, it’s much less complicated than 
the average motocross motorcycle. It 
doesn't have a front wheel brake, instead 
a spool hub is used to hold down the 
weight. Long fork travel isn't wanted, so 


the forks used can be considered a cross 


between motocross and road racing 
units. Nineteen-inch rims are used both 
front and rear, and the only brake on the 
bike is a hydraulic disc on the rear.

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similarity between a short tracker and a 
motocrosser is that they both run on dirt, 
one on the smooth, groomed short track, 
and the other over the roughest ground 
the track builder can find. 

One item a track machine must have 
over a motocrosser is horsepower, 
maximum all-out muscle. Whereas the 


"motocross bike uses all of the torque 


band during a race, the tracker only uses 
power crammed into the upper end of the 
rev range. In the Bultaco line for 
example, the Pursang only revs to about 
7000 rpm. On the other hand, the Astro 
revs slightly over 9000 revs and makes its 
maximum power between 6000 and 9000 
rpm. ; 

Since maximum power is needed for 


short tracking, the engine inside is some- 


what different than the motocross 
Pursang. Displacement of the Pursang is 
363cc, while in order to stay within the 
AMA rules the Astro displaces only 
359cc. The stroke in the two engines is 
the same, 64mm, but instead of using the 
same piston Bultaco has utilized the 
third oversized Alpina piston to give a 
bore of 84.5mm.

The larger crankpin was used to cure 
this, and we're here to tell you that it 
does. During our day of testing this bike, 
we putsalmost five hours on the bike. 
That would be comparable to almost two 
years of racing short track. Usually at a 
short-track program a rider will run 
practice, time trials, a heat race, maybe a 
semi-main, and then if he made the 
program the main event. All of this 
would be less than 15 minutes of time on 
the engine. You can drop the short fuse 
tag from the Astro, it isn't true anymore. 

Instead of using the newer Mark Two 
Amal carburetor the Astro still comes 


.with the concentric unit. They use this 


carb because it flows air at the top end of 
the rev range better than just about any 
carb ever built. It's 36mm, the same size 
as that found on the Pursang. 

The pulling power of the Astro comes 
somewhat as a surprise. Because it does 
rev so high you might think it to be a 
fairly pipey engine. Not so. The engine 
pulls eleanly up onto the pipe with no flat 
spots in the rev range. We were surprised 
until we found out that the bike comes 
with the same external flywheel as the 
Frontera. It's big and it's heavy, but it 
smooths out the power pulses and gives 
the added plus of helping to carry the 
bike into a corner after the rider has shut 
off the gas. Not all track riders like the 


‘heavy unit, so it's possible to put on the 


lighter flywheel that the early '75 
Pursangs came with. The later ones have 
the same flywheel as the Astro and 
Frontera. 

Because the Astro engine геуѕ.50 much 
higher than the Pursang you'd expect to 
find differences in both the expansion 
chamber and the porting. In both cases 
you'd be right. In the Astro the intake 
port is lower and the exhaust port higher. 
'The Ástro's pipe has more volume than 
that found on the Pursang, but the latest 
Pursang pipe is closer to that of the Astro 


than the earlier '75 Pursang. 

Other than these differences, the 
engines are alike. The internal gear 
ratios, clutch and primary drive, engine 
cases and head are all the same. 

When you start looking at the 
suspension you find components specifi- 
cally designed for short-track work. 
Instead of the long fork legs found on the 
motocross bike, you find short forks that 
would look more at home on a road 
racing machine. The forks have four and 
a half inches of travel, more than enough 
for short-track racing. Forks are of 
course Betors, you find them on all 
Bultacos. > 

At the rear are special short-travel 
Betor shocks instead of the Telesos found 
on motocross machines. They only let the 
rear wheel travel slightly over four 
inches, again just what's necessary for 


































short-track racing. Suspension at both 
ends is somewhat stiffer than that found 
on a motocrosss machine. 

Tires for short-track racing are a 


“science in themselves. Consequently it's 
' hard for a company in Spain to put the 


proper rubber on a motorcycle. When 
you buy the Astro it comes with Pirellis 
mounted, and either Carlyles or Good- 
years as spares. It's more than likely that 
none of these three are what the rider will 
need for a given track.so he'll carry - 
others with him. He also might change 
tires two or three times a night as the 
track conditions vary from race to race. 
Interestingly, the second, set of tires are

On a groove track, the bike will track 
comfortably if it's wearing the 
right tires.

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the bike hits Virginia Beach, the location 
of the U.S. distributor. That's also when 
the disc brake meets the bike for the first 
time. The disc brake setup in fact was 
more or less designed in this country. 
Two Bultaco team riders, Guy McClure 
‚and Roger Crump, experimented around 
and found the present arrangement to be 
the best. Instead of shipping the 
American-made unit to Spain to be put 
on the bike there, Bultaco waits and puts 
it in the crate here. 

Because track bikes only turn left, the 
—brake pedal and the shift lever are both 
mounted on the right side of the bike. 
The brake lever sits very low to the 
ground and the shift lever is above it. The 
footpeg on the right side of the bike can 


be relocated in different positions so that 
the rider can get his weight where he 
wants it for different track conditions. 
The left peg sits higher on the frame and 
toward the rear of the main frame 
section, It's only used to keep the rider's 
foot off the ground between corners. 
Remember, this bike is meant to do its 
job when turning left. 

When it comes to bikes that turn left 
‘for a living, you're talking about a lot of 
money. Not many manufacturers. build 
short-track bikes. We know only of 
Bultaco, otherwise a rider has to make 
his own. That means buying an engine, 
frame, forks and shocks, and all the rest 
of the running gear. We've been told by 
those who know that it costs between 
$2000 and $2500 to put a tracker 
together. On the other hand, you can 
spend $1795 and buy the Astro, truly a 
machine built with the professional rider 
in mind. ; 

Riding a track bike is different, much 


different than a motocrosser. Setting the 
bike up for a corner goes against 
everything you've ever learned. To get the 
bike into a slide you kinda take a big step 
to the left and turn on the gas. This gets 
the bike sliding, and then you get off the 
throttle, all the while keeping the bike in 
the slide. This is the best and fastest way 
to slow down. As soon as you get down to 
cornering speed you climb back on the 
gas and steer with the throttle. Coming 
out of the corner you keep feeding in the 
gas gently so that the rear tire doesn't 
break completely loose. As it is, the Astro 
has the kind of power that will spin the 
wheel from one corner to the next. Our 
test track, about 1/8-mile long, could 
be gone around with the rear wheel never

(Out of a possible 95 pts.) 
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getting a solid bite if the rider had a 
heavy throttle hand. But the interesting 
thing is that with Bultacos being some of 
the finest sliding bikes ever built, the 
Astro likes to be “blue grooved" if the 
track allows it. Much of this depends on 
the rider's choice of tires, but it is 
interesting that the bike will hold a 
groove if it's there. 

On the East Coast there are many 
sportsman short-track races. The 360 
Astro can be used there, and for the 250 
class, Bultaco also makes a 250 Astro. It 
costs exactly $100 less than the 360, and 
it just about rules supreme against the 
other quarter-liter bikes. Both versions 
can be made to shift on either side the 
rider prefers, and of course, a front wheel 
brake can be added for TT racing. 

The Astro is meant for smooth-track 
racing; a motocross course would easily 
defeat it. But in what it does there are 
few bikes that can keep it in sight, say 
nothing about beating it. Plus, the bike 
you had to build to beat it probably cost. 
you $600 to $800 more than the Astro.

It’s got power steering, air 
conditioning, AM/FM radio, and 
windows in the right side and the rear. 
We got the unit with the heavy-duty

The Ford guys 
threw in some good-looking rims made 
by Cragar. They're the type you find on 
off-road vehicles. Big white monsters 
with spokes. You don't even have to 
tighten them and they stay trued for a 
long, long time.

It does lousy berm shots, it won't even 
wheelie, and you can't move up the 
shocks to get more rear-wheel travel. We 
can't rant and rave about the pretty gas 
tank and accent stripes because it's just 


plain gray and it's square to boot. The 
fenders aren't super flexible and there 
aren't even any handlebars or grips to 
complain about. Shifting was easy 
because it's an automatic and we don't 
have the faintest idea how it handles off a 
jump (thank. God). You don't have to 
turn on the gas to start it, it doesn’t have’ 
knobbies and the swingarm doesn't flex. 
There are no footpegs, you can cross it up 
(in water gutters), and packing double, 
triple, or taking the whole neighborhood 
doesn't affect handling.

It does have a few saving factors. It's 
big. You can fit four full-size. bikes and 
two mini-bikes inside if you install the 
bikes forward and the minis sideways. If 
you put all the bikes in sideways, you can 
just barely squeeze in six full-size 
machines. No kidding. You can almost 
play volleyball (or other equally exciting 
"games") inside. З 

The suspension will handle the load 
too. When the van is empty you aren't 
going to bounce your head off the ceiling 
when going over railroad crossings or 

- little bumps in the road. When it's full 
the ride is really plush, almost like a 


luxury car. The weight of the bikes in the 
van doesn't seem to affect the handling. 

Ford has moved the engine forward 
about a foot, the reason for the 
funny-looking nose. After much ponder- 
ing we can only conclude that the new 
van looks like a bottle-nose dolphin. 
Maybe the fact that our test vehicle was 
blue has something to do with our 
decision. At first it looks really ugly, but 
it grows on you and evéntually you tend 
to forget about the nose, except when 
you're stopping. If you're used to the old 


. Ford vans, you've probably already 


discovered that you can scare the hell out 
of your passenger by pulling upon the 


- rear of the car in front of you at 


stoplights. You'd better be careful with 
the new one for a few days before you 
start trying the same feat. Fender 
benders are easy to achieve. 
Underneath the engine cover is a real 
big-bore, a 460. Ford is offering this, 


along with the 302, to power the new ` 


vans. The 460 gets lousy gas mileage on 


'the surface streets. If you like going 


WFO all the time (not recommended for 
insurance rates) and are a stoplight-to- 
stoplight Don Garlits, the gas gauge is 
going to fall as easily as an old 400 


Suzuki. Cool it on the street and you can 
possibly squeeze about 10 miles per 
gallon out of the van. 

When it's on the freeway or highway, 
the gas mileage improves greatly. At 60 
miles per hour the engine is barely 
turning over, thus you can go quite a 
distance on a 20-gallon fill up. We were 
getting close to 17 mpg on freeway-only 
driving. Under 45 mph the van sucks 
gasoline like it's going out of style (which 
we tend to think it is). Over 45 and you're 
not doing too badly. 


The power steering was a luxury that 
we really enjoyed. The only drawback to 
the system is that it decreases your 
available turning radius. If you're 
constantly snaking your way through the 
pits at the races, a van without power 
steering is going to be a little more 
maneuverable. It's good for the arm 


muscles too. 


Everybody should have air condition- 
ing. After you're done going flat out on a 
dry, dusty course all day it's a real 


_ pleasure to sit in the van, flick on the air 


conditioner and quietly turn into an ice 
cube. The air conditioning unit on the 
Ford van doesn't come directly out of the 
vents on the dash. It's routed through the 





top up by the windshield and from under 
the dash down by the floor. When you get 
in the van all hot and sweaty and turn on 
the air you don't get instant pneumonia 
from cold air blowing directly on you. 
The new Ford van breaks with 
tradition—it stops. There are now disc 
brakes up front, and even with a full 
load, you can bring it to a controlled stop. 
in an\emergency situation. We should 
warn you about driving when it's empty. 
With no weight on the rear the back

Can Karsmakers cut it in Europe? That 
was the intriguing question. being asked 
when news leaked out that Honda was to 
contest the 500cc British GP with Pierre 
Karsmakers, the man with one of the 
biggest reputations in contemporary 
motocross. 

The Dutchman hadn't ridden in Europe 
since September '72, and even in his days 
on the Continent he'd made only a few 
GPs, maybe eight or 10 of the rounds 
closest to his home. He was one of those 
fringe element riders in the GP circus, a 
private owner hopeful of breaking into the 


_ factory rider elite. 


Since then, of course, there's been his 
phenomenal rise to the top of American 
motocross and, let's admit it, the public 
does like to see big names humbled by 
underdogs. When he came to the British 
GP, powerful Pierre was definitely in the 
big name division, particularly as it was 
known that Honda was going to the 
trouble of flying in a brand new bike fo 
him from Japan. ; 

Karsmakers arrived in Britain holding 
seventh place in the 500cc world cham- 
pionship after his second and third places 
in the two North American GPs. It was 
rather an incredible achievement for him to 
be anywhere at all in the top 10, 
considering that he'd missed the five 
rounds previous to America. But, as 
always in Europe, there was that lingering 
suspicion that motocross matters across 
the Atlantic somehow don't count, that 
Karsmakers would have to settle the issue 
with his ride in Britain—a ''geniune'" 
European type GP. 

The British round was a tough one, 


alright. It was held at Hawkstone Park, one . 


of the country's most famous circuits 
which used to see classic four-stroke 
battles between former greats of moto- 
cross such as Sten Lundin and Jeff Smith. 
It has a deep sandy surface, a couple of big 
hills, and ruts and bumps, are strewn all 
over its 1.25 miles. It's almost reminiscent 
of some of the sandy tracks in Belgium. To 
make things more difficult, dust was a 
major problem, despite the fact that the 
organizers laid 23,000 gallons of water over 
the course in a two-day period. 


Karsmakers had previously raced twice ` 


before in Britain, but never at Hawkstone, 
yet he took to the place immediately, soon 
settling into fast practice laps on the 401cc 
Honda, and arousing a considerable 
amount of crowd interest. Not only was 
the red-framed bike itself a natural crowd 
puller, but it was the first time anyone had 
ridden a works Honda in a British 
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motocross event. 

Roger DeCoster emerged fastest in 
practice, lapping in two minutes, 14.4 
'seconds on the Suzuki. Brad Lackey was 
second fastest (the 3.6-second difference 
shows the gap between DeCoster and 
most other GP riders), and Karsmakers 
was eighth best in two minutes, 22.2 
seconds. 2 

Heikki MiKkola broke away first in, the 
opening leg, but Karsmakers was second 
chased by a couple of British riders. After 
seven laps Karsmakers was actually 
passed by Britain's best young motocross 
prospect, 18-year-old Graham Noyce on a 
440 Maico. But when the Honda slowed 
even more it. was obvious there were 
problems, and Pierre eventually retired 
with a clogged air filter causing loss of 
power. 

Mikkola won that leg, while DeCoster 
retired after being caught by a faulty 
starting gate—a fate also suffered by 
Lackey, who did however, ride his 360 
Husky through the dust to ninth place. 

In the second leg Mikkola again gated 
first, but DeCoster overhauled him to win, 
while Karsmakers finished a good fifth 
after falling at one stage. In this leg his 
shocks lost oil, causing a loss of damping 
on what was a rough course to start with. 
Lackey again suffered a bad start, and 
quite reasonably decided it was safer to 
retire after one lap than battle through 
blind dust clouds. 

So what were the conclusions drawn 
from Karsmaker's return to Europe? That 
the 28-year-old Dutchman is indeed as 


. good as his reputation, and that Honda is 


quite capable of building GP-standard 
bikes.

Will he switch to the GPs full-time? Said 
Pierre: "I'll do whatever Honda asks. If 
they want me to come over here for a full 
season, that's alright by me, but I'm also 
happy to stay in America. We came to the 
British round because we're developing a 
bike for the winter Trans-AMA series, 
and this race just happened to fall the 
weekend after the two North American 
rounds, which made it all very con- 
venient.” 

However, the British GP was Kars- 
makers’ one and only Continental venture 
for this year, it seemed, and it left him still 
holding seventh place in the table. 
DeCoster was leading with 161 points, 
from Mikkola's 156, with Gerrit Wolsink 
(overall winner in Britain from two second 
places) in third with 132, Ake Jonsson 
fourth on 100—and Brad Lackey fifth with 

| 68 points. 


' Troubles surrounding Britain's ISDT 
teams were finally resolved by the time the 
final date came around for picking riders. 
Ernie Page, the Scot who walked out on 
the training squad in protest at what he felt 
was poor organization, eventually reversed 
his decision, and is in the Trophy team. 
The full British lineup will use Jawas

The names will not mean much to 
American readers, but only John May in 
the Trophy team has no previous ISDT 
experience, while Mick Bowers recently 
won the Welsh Two Day Trial, Britain's 
toughest enduro event. An interesting 
point is that two members of the Vase 
team, Higgins and Jefferies, are also 
members of Sammy Miller's four-stroke 
mounted Honda trials team at observed 
one-day events in Britain. 

How will the trial go? Remember that 
this year it's on the Isle of Man, home 
territory for the British. Ken Heanes, the 
British team manager, gave me this pretty 
objective summing up: “Obviously the 
Czechs must start as favorites because of 
their past record.

Bear in mind that the Czechs 
themselves will want us to be runners-up, 
because we're riding their bikes.

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Just a few miles north of Omaha is a 
community called Herman, Nebraska.

circuit to his liking. He won last month's 
Omaha 250 National with a pair of con- 
sistent seconds. Jimmy Ellis and Marty 
Smith picked up the second and third 
spots behind Tony at that event, proving 
they too are capable of some heavy 
action. On this day however, Ellis and 
Smith were riding the 125 National series 
along with such notables as Hangtown 
125 National winner Timmy Hart, 
Honda's Tommy Croft, Nils Nilsson, and 
super privateer Jim Turner. Turner is 
consistently finishing well and he adapts 
easily to the class he chooses. 

No International event is complete 
unless you have at least a few riders from 
across the “big pond." The CZ factory 
was the only manufacturer to send any of 
their top go-fasters to the States for this 
ailing series. Their choice of representa- 
tives indicated the factory's desire to do 
well once again in a series dominated the 
last few years by CZs. 

Zdenek Velky, one of the Czech fac- 
tory's best riders, is back to defend his 
1974 Inter-AMA championship title. 
Velky and fellow CZ team rider Oldrich 
Hammersmid have been on the 250 
Grand Prix circuit, so with a break in the 
GP season, they have come to the U.S. to 
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regain the CZ factory's personal prize. 

Honda's pair of Grand Prix winners, 
Pierre Karsmakers and Marty Smith, 
were in two separate worlds before prac- 
tice. Marty is obviously pleased with his 
machine and was in no hurry to tire 
himself out by rushing out to practice on 
a track that would be completely dif- 
ferent by the time it was his turn to race. 
On the other hand, Pierre was not at all 
happy with his rear suspension, specifi- 
cally the shocks. Roy Turner, Pierre's 
mechanic, tried several combinations but 
none seemed to be just what the doctor 
ordered. 

Over 70 riders had entered the 125 
National event, which meant the usual 
three qualifying heats would be necessary 
in order to trim down the number of 
participants to a more acceptable 40. 
That job turned out to be a little harder 
than anticipated due to the malfunction- 
ing cable starting gate. The left-hand 
side of the gate would not release cleanly 
which caused false starts in the first two 
qualifying heats. Enter F.I.M. complaint 
number one. 

Before the race, the guys on the water 
truck really did a number on the uphill 
starting area, yielding a “medium” con- 
sistency grade of mud somewhere be- 
tween just damp and really sloppy. It was 
enough, however, to cause the 125 riders 
some difficulty in cresting the hill. It did 
effectively slow down everyone's pace to 
the first turn, but it's awfully hard on 
that exotic and expensive small-bore 
machinery. 

Sambo's Restaurant M-X Team hope- 
ful Jack Keese immediately blasted by 
Marty Smith and opened up a small lead 
which lasted about half a lap when Smith 
was able to get by. "I'm just going to set

a pace," was how the California flash 
disclosed his intended race strategy. 

Nils Arne Nilsson and Tommy Croft 
also closed quickly.on Keese and passed 
with swift dispatch and they too began to 
open a sizeable gap. 

At the end of that first lap, Yamaha’s 
Bruce McDougal stopped at the me- 
chanic’s area with a loose pipe on his 
monoshocker. By the time his pipe was 
fixed he was just being lapped by Smith. 
McDougal reentered the madness hot on 
the trail of the fire-engine-red Honda 
and its pilot. Marty Smith continued to 
open up an unbelievable lead over second 
and third places occupied by none other 
than Croft and Nilsson. Texas Kawasaki 
rider Steve Wise had moved up from a 
less than exciting start to dice with his 
immediate predecessors. Yamaha’s 
Timmy Hart moved into fifth after also 
suffering from a bad start, and shortly 
after the halfway point, Hart moved by 
both Nilsson and Wise in one fell swoop 
placing him in the number three spot 
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behind the L.A.F.D. team of Smith and 
Croft. One lap later Wise saw daylight 
under Nilsson and slipped by into fourth 
leaving Mike Kessler, Jack Keese, 
Mickey Boone and Jim Turner to follow 
Nilsson. 

With only the five minutes and two 
laps to go in the first moto, Croft seized 
his Honda, moving Hart to second, Steve 
Wise to third, Nilsson to fourth. Mickey 
Boone had moved by Kessler, Keese had 
faded out of the big picture and Turner 
had moved up two places to seventh. 
John Dallaire, on a one-week-old 
Yamaha Mono, picked up eighth-place 
points in the first moto. 

Bruce McDougal stayed right with 
Smith all the way up to the finish as 
Marty lapped nearly éverybody, netting 
McDougal a ninth for the moto, followed 
by another Yammie ridetJon Leak who 
filled tenth position in moto one. 

When the 125s lined up for the second 
moto, the question was not whether 
Smith would win the moto, but rather by

how much of a margin he would win. It 
was tough to even hope for a DNF be- 
cause the immaculately prepared Honda 
has an excellent track record. 

When the gate dropped for the second 
moto, no one was really surprised when 
Smith put the holeshot on the pack and 
had opened up a 50-yard lead by the 
third turn. Once again Jack Keese got a 
good start and was the only one to get 
within 50 feet of Smith before Marty flew 
over the monster jump and out of sight. 
Keese faded quickly, allowing a deter- 
mined Tommy Croft to flash by into 
second and shortly thereafter Croft 
charged away in search of teammate 
Smith. McDougal pulled off once again 
with pipe troubles but rejoined the action 
without losing much time. Tim Hart was 
cut off at the first turn and got away last, 
but quickly sliced his way through the 
pack, moving from dead last to 16th in 
just two laps. Tim's charge tapered off 
and he finished 20th. Smith was well on 
his way to his second 125 National 
championship as he crossed the finish 


line about 15 seconds ahead of second- 
place finisher Tommy Croft. On the last 
lap, Smith was timed at 2:24 (only three 
seconds slower than the best 250s.) 
Ironically there were five riders tied for 
second overall money with several point 
combinations totaling 12 points. Bruce 
McDougal (9-3), Jim Turner (7-5), Mike 
Kessler (6-6), Nils Arne Nilsson (4-8), 
and Steve Wise (3-9). They were scored 
according to their last moto finish. 

There were several factories represent- 
ed in the 250 International event but 
there were only two Europeans entered in 
the competition. Even though small in 
number, the guys from ''over there" 
always have a devastating effect on the 
overall outcome of a race. Many Ameri- 
can riders fall prey automatically to the 
Great European Psyche Game No. 1 
commonly known as "Famous Names 


and Reputations." Just like the gun- 
slingers of the old West, anyone who has 
done well in World Grand Prix racing 
Scores an immediate mental advantage 
over the domestic variety of rider. Things 
are beginning to turn around with names 
like Lackey and Pomeroy being able to 
beat the Europeans at their own game. 
Names like DiStefano, Weinert, Grossi, 
Stackable, Eierstedt and Runyard are 
being heard over there now, and when 
the boys come over, it does a number on 
some of them too. 

Tony DiStefano, U.S. Suzuki's pride 
and joy, has accomplished great things in 
recent months, most notable of which 
was copping the 250 National Champion- 
ship this first year with the Japanese 
factory. Tony likes to play the Psyche 
Game too, like sending vanilla ice cream 
to his ex-Czech teammates' table at 
breakfast, Everyone knows ice cream 
goes well on top of a big breakfast. 

Karsmakers can play both sides of the 
fence with the name game. U.S. riders 
know he is hard to beat, and many of the 





Europeans remember him when he was 
part of the Husky Grand Prix effort in 
Europe a few years ago. Then there's 
Weinert, the only American ever to win 
a Trans-AMA. 

As the gate fell for the first 250 Inter- 
national moto, Pierre Karsmakers hole- 
shot his way through the first turn, fol- 
lowed closely by Jimmy Weinert, Tony 
DiStefano, and Billy Grossi. Hartwig, 
Chaplin, Savitski and Lamppu were 
floundering in the top 15. The two 
Czechs, Velky and Hammersmid, must 
have had the same teacher because they 
both chose to occupy the same line 
through the first turn, consequently 
crashing into each other. Hammersmid 
got up and without dusting himself off, 
quickly remounted and made his way 
through the pack to 12th place behind 
Husky rider Lance Cain. All this in just a 


few laps. Oldrich stayed with Cain briefly 
before he moved by on the “5” section at 
the east end of the track. Two turns and 
a half a set of gnarly whoop-dees later. 
Hammersmid found a nasty bump that 
was to be his undoing for the series and 
probably the rest of this Grand Prix 
season as well. Oldrich hit that bump as 
if it were a brick wall, compressing the 
forks and then the rear came over in 
endo fashion. Hammersmid's legs be- 
came entangled in the handlebars and 
the bike landed squarely on top of him. 
He walked away from this one too, 
waving his still healing broken arm to the 
fans to show he wasn't hurt badly. Now I 
know why they call them iron men. 

When Velky finally got away from that 
first-turn crash, he had already surveyed 
the damage to himself and his machine. 
With no rear fender and a tweaked duck- 
bill, Zdenek began to pick off riders one, 
two or more at a time. He passed his 
teammate twice before Hammersmid was 
taken by ambulance to the nearest hos- 
pital. Velky had moved to a distant fifth

behind Husqvarna's Mike Hartwig, who 
was riding his own very fast, very 
consistent, very lonely race for fourth. 
Grossi had been running fourth, but his 
Suzuki seized and left Billy to push back 
to the pits from (where else?) the far side 
of the track. While all this was going on, 
some of the heaviest action anywhere was 
going on at the front. Tony DiStefano 
had begun to make his move on the 
second lap by passing Jammin' Jimmy. 
Karsmakers had built up a small lead 
but Tony D. and the Jammer were intent 
upon closing said gap. On or about the 
fourth lap, DiStefano made still another 
move, one that put him past Pierre and 
into the lead. The three riders engaged in 





a high-speed game of follow the leader. 
For 35 minutes they were no more than 
two bike lengths apart. Pierre dogged 
Tony's rear fender just waiting for the 
young Suzuki pilot to make a mistake. 
Finally on the last lap, Pierre could wait 
no longer as he went high on a turn, 
squared off and block-passed Tony. 
DiStefano wasn't about to take that lying 
down, so with about a third of a lap to 
go, Tony was just looking for the right 
place. And what better place to regain 
the lead but the finish line jump. 
DiStefano came alongside and passed 
Pierre in the air for the win. Five seconds 
later Weinert crossed the line to take

NATIONAL TRAIL WRAP-UP 
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Gary Scott smiles a lot more lately. 
He's got one half of the number one plate 
in hand (along with a nice $5000 check 
for winning the first leg of the Camel Pro 
Series) and is working with renewed vigor 
on making the second part of the season 
pay off in even grander fashion, read 
Grand National Champion. 

The pulse of the circuit thrives on the 
perennial battle for the coveted National 
Championship; this year the name of the 
game is the same, but the beat is 
different. Scott, for the first time in past 
seasons of playing second fiddle to the 
champions Brelsford (72), and Roberts 
(73 and 74), has emerged from the “Mr. 
Avis" spot he was in to the "Hertz" 
number one seat. 

Contrast that battle with the 
auspicious debut of this season's super 
rookies Jay Springsteen and Greg 
Sassaman, who rank in the top half of 
the top 10 as the season winds its way 
into the second portion, with an addition 
of $75,000 added incentive in the form of 
a three-way payoff point fund from 
Camel Filter cigarettes and you have the 
makings of one helluva season. The 
second half will prove to be very 
interesing. 

HOUSTON 

Almost 140 riders showed up for both 
the TT and the short track qualifications 
with the only thing being certain that 48 
and only 48 riders would make the 
qualifying cutoff. 

Kenny Roberts, on his tricked-out 
cantilever Yamaha, did his thing in the 
TT once again proving why many say 
he's the greatest rider ever. In second 
place after the checkered fell was Harley 
factory rider Gary Scott who chased fast 
qualifier Roberts for nearly the entire 
program.

"CZ? Are they still in business?" 

If you were to ask around, you'd get 
varying opinions of the CZ motorcycle. It 
seems that you either love them or you 
hate them. No one is undecided. You see, 
CZ has a faithful following. The guys 
who buy a new bike, year after year, 
know their local CZ dealer by his first 
name, probably take out his daughter, 
and can remember the birthdays of all 
his five children. CZ people are 
committed to CZ motorcycles. If the 
Czech firm made a 47-speed blender, 
every CZ freak in the country would be 
making milk shakes on one. 

This year the CZ fan is offered what 
American Jawa labels as the ''Falta 
Replica." It comes in two flavors, the 250 
and 400. We got our hands on the 400 
this month. For you guys who presently 
own CZ machines, you're going to be 
familiar with a lot of parts on the. new 
Falta model. 

The engine is the same. It's still a 
381cc fire breathing monster. It goes 
fast, runs strong, just like it did four 
years ago. Unfortunately, in the last four

years, a lot of the other motorcycles have 
gotten faster while the CZ has held the 
same power and torque ratings. It used 
to lead the pack into the first turn. Now 
it's about the middle. 

In total horsepower the CZ still gives 


you a feeling of abundant ponies. Go 
riding by yourself and you'd swear that 
nothing could transverse the ground as 
quickly. It feels similar to a 400 Maico. 
But put it out on a course and you'll 
discover it's not as fast as it feels. When 
the other guys show up on 400 Yamahas,

it's too small for your boot to get 

a sufficient grab. 


These little gizmos are for 
adjusting the front end.

Kawasakis and Maicos, not to mention 
the 360 Bul riders, you'll note that you're 
not going as fast as you thought. The CZ 
gives away about five horsepower to the 
competition. 

Part of the reason could be the Jikov 
carb. It's a tiny looking thing, only able

to boast an odd 33 millimeters. A lot of 
CZ owners will put up with the Jikov for a 
while until they get the bucks to buy a 
Bing or a Mikuni. The Jikov, when it's 
running spot on, is an excellent unit for 
feeding the engine. When it's just a tiny 
bit off, you're going to have carb troubles 
all day. The carb is so precise that a 
small miscalculation in jetting, or a 
change of the needle setting will drive 
you crazy. Both the Mikuni and Bing 
pull a little better from the bottom and 


afford the rider a few extra rpm at the 
top. Both carbs also allow the bike to 
start easier, run cleaner, and don't leak 
all over everything. 

Brakes on the CZ are familiar too. 
Nice magnesium units that stop when 
you want them to, don't heat up badly, 
and are basically waterproof. For CZ 
owners, the brakes are outstanding. A 
couple of years ago they were the best in 
the business and still are, for many. 
Response is good, stopping power is 
excellent and the craftsmanship is 


something you would expect to see on an 
airplant. 

Same with the frame. There aren't too 
many people who will argue about CZ 
handling. It rates right up there with 
Maico and Bultaco. A lot of aftermarket 
frame manufacturers base their frame 
jobs on CZ geometry. The Czechs know 
where to put the bends in tubing to come 
up with a fine handling unit. 

Now to move onto the changes. CZ has 
come out with their air suspension for the 








rear and modified the front forks. 
Unfortunately we never got either to 
work properly. 

Let's start with the front. CZ forks 
have always had a cushiony feeling to 
them. A little buttery perhaps, and you 
could bottom them easily, but with some 
good fork oil and a change of springs, 
you were set up as well as the other guys. 
This year the units have been changed. 
We liked the old forks better. 

After about six hours of hard riding 
the forks began to start operating better, 





but not exceptionally well. You were still 
treated to harsh pounding from too stiff 
a unit, or were always bottoming them 
because they were too soft. If you leave in 
the stock springs and change to a heavier 
oil they reacted slowly and pounded the 
rider. Lighter springs and they bottomed. 

This year there are two little adjusters 
on top of each fork leg to fine tune the 
suspension. Each adjuster is a little gold 
cap that you push down and move 
clockwise to adjust the amount of tension 
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on the forks. To accomplish this you 
need three men and two boys. Pushing 
down the gold caps is hard enough, but 
trying to move them is next to 
impossible. Even after adjusting them, 
we couldn't feel any real changes in the 
habits of the front end. A nice idea, but it 
needs refining. 

When we first got the machine we 
thought that the new rear shocks, a 
combination of oil and air pressure, 
would be fun to work with. Our 
experiences in the past with air 
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suspension were quite pleasurable. Now 
with the CZ we felt that you could finally 
adjust the shocks precisely to each rider. 

We bounced on the bike a few times 
and felt that the shocks were a little too 
stiff. No problem, just bleed out a little 
air. But when we hit the air valve in the 
shock it bent the small release stem. All 
the air came out, with about a mouthful 
of oil. It sprayed all over the shock, our 
hands, T-shirts and anything else within 
10 feet of the bike. 

We raped one of the other bikes of a 
good valve stem (the Czech stems are 
flimsy) and tried to pump up the shocks 
with a bicycle pump. No deal. The shock 
holds a very small quantity of air, and 
when you're trying to take the pump 
back off, it all leaks out, no matter how 
fast your fingers are. You have to use an 
air compressor and be very deft with your 
methods of applying air and releasing the 
hose from the valve stem. 





A small 33mm Jikov carb feeds the 
400. We feel that you're better off 
with a Bing or a Mikuni. 


With both valves changed (the other 
one was bent too) we also discovered that 
every time you wanted to check the air 
pressure level, you lost about five 
pounds. Thus, if you were getting a 
reading of 40 Ibs., by the time you got the 
gauge off, the shocks were down to 35 
Ibs. Strange. We never did get them to 
work very well. The oil kept spitting out, 
the rear of the bike would fall down on 
the tire and the rubber boots (which 
cover the spot where normal springs 
would be) would cover up the air valve. 
Even with the right amount of air, the 
seals of the shock leaked oil. 

The best we could get out of the units 
was about 36 psi of air. At this level they 
were a little on the soft side and would 
bottom out on the larger bumps. 
Between 36 and 40 Ibs. they were too stiff 
for our 175-Ib. rider. We then checked 
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Pipe is spring mounted so that the 
vibrations sent back by the engine 
don't constantly send you to the 
welding shop. 

out rear wheel travel. It measured out to 
under five inches. In these days of seven 
inches of back end travel the CZ falls a 
little short of the competition. If you look 
at the photos of Falta's machine, you'll 
notice that the shocks are moved up 
much farther forward than the produc- 
tion machine. A lot of the local hotshoes 
out here with CZ machines are laying the 
shocks down. Many of them are not 
using the air units, but are changing to 
something else with an eyelet to eyelet 
measurement of 13.5 inches. 

After we got the suspension to a 
tolerable level, we proceeded to put the 
bike through its paces. It's a little 
strange. The CZ feels heavy, a fact that 
was brought out when we threw the bike 
on the official PC scales and came up 
with 246 lbs. with gas. It's also a 
cumbersome machine. For instance the 
seat has a lip towards the bottom that 
likes to rub against your legs when you're 
riding. This is annoying to riders who 
like to hug the gas tank while running 
WFO. We also discovered that the 
fiberglass base of the seat was slowly 
deteriorating. A combination of vibra- 
tion and harsh suspension was helping it 
on its way to destruction. A Maico seat, 
or a replacement plastic base for the CZ 
seat is needed. 

Speaking of vibration, the 400 CZ has 
a lot. The bars will visibly vibrate if you 
sit the bike still and wick on the throttle. 
If you're on the gas all the time, like 
when you're accelerating, the vibration 
isn't evident. It's when you let off the gas 
that things start to happen. We found 
that the vibration was quickly tiring our 
riders' hands and arms. After a couple of 
hours the ends of your fingers are numb 
and the tingling sensation stays with you 
for quite a while. The stock grips don't 








help any either. 

Handling on the CZ is different from 
any other machine we've tested. It 
handles good, we've already told you 
about that. But it has a small quirk. Let's 
say that you're going down a straight- 
away, heading for a berm. Down the 
bumps, the CZ stays basically straight, 
but it does hit at a little of the old 
"Husky Hop" that used to be evident a 
few years ago. Again, we feel that a lot of 
this was due to the suspension. 

Once into the berm you can throw it 
down with confidence. The Barum tires 
will stick, and the good handling doesn't 
give you the spooks. But once you apply 
the gas again, the CZ likes to snap back 
straight. Hit the berm, hit the gas, and 
the bike stands up, usually heading in 
the direction that the rear wheel is 
pointed. 

For the professional rider, this can be 
an advantage. You could simply adjust 
your riding style. You just have to 
remember that once you wick it on, the 
CZ is going to immediately stand up and 
charge into the next corner. Squaring 
corners can be done on the CZ quite 
smartly with this method. It also shaves 
off a few seconds on your lap times. 


PARAPHERNALIA . 

Our machine came with a Preston 
Petty front fender and a steel rear fender. 
Strange. We'd like to see a plastic fender 
on the rear too. Preston's LTR fender 
will fit on with a little modification. Our 
front rim was steel, the back was 
aluminum. Again, a little strange. 

The gas tank is foam mounted and 
never comes in contact with the frame. 
The cap leaks terribly. The tank is 
slippery and you can't grab it with your 





The air shocks are moved up, but 
still only allow about five inches 
of travel.

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knees for support. It holds a lot of gas, 
necessary for the 400 to get through long 
motos. | 

The grips are terrible. Even with good 
gloves you'll go home with blisters. 
Handlebars are top rate, the CZ bend is 
famous for comfort. But the levers are 
welded right to the bars. If you break a 
lever holder, you buy new bars. 

The airbox is the same as in the past. 
It still houses a paper filter and isn't very 
waterproof. Replace it with a good Phase 
Two filter immediately. 

The kickstarter was too small. You've 
got to push it down first to swing it out. 
Not the hot setup if you're in a hurry. 
The bike doesn't have primary starting, 
thus you've got to hunt for neutral before 
you can fiddle with the kickstarter. 

The four-speed gearbox is well 
matched to the powerband, but we feel 
that a slightly closer five-speed would 
help to make up for the lack of 
horsepower. Shift throw is too long, 
about 4% inches. The shifter bounces 
around while you're riding, making it 
hard to find in emergencies. 

The engine is basically bulletproof. 
Treat it well and it will never let you 
down. Remember that replacement parts 
are very expensive. If you break some- 
thing you've got to put a second 
mortgage on the house and auction off 
your dog before you've got enough bucks 
for a new part. 

The bike comes with a small kit that 
includes a spare ignition cover and other 
goodies that would normally cost you a 
fortune. Make sure your dealer includes 
it when you purchase the bike. We've 
heard rumors that some of these spare 
kits end up on the parts shelf. 

The chain stretched too much. When 
we got the machine there was only about 
a quarter of an inch left on the adjusters. 
It now drags on the swingarm. Expect to 
take out a couple of links during the first 
few weeks.

SUMMARY 
If you get the impression that we're not 
overly thrilled with the 400 CZ, you can 
pat yourself on the back for having 
excellent reading comprehension. At one 
time, CZ was the standard of the 
industry. Since then, they've relied on 
what worked well in the past, while the 
other guys are always changing, coming 
up with better, more sophisticated 
machines. For the perennial CZ owner, 
it's possible that he will buy this 
machine, and already knows all the 
tricks it takes to make the bike a better 
performer. To him, it might be worth the 
time and trouble. But we feel that for an 
asking price of $1670 (give or take a few 
bucks) the 400 Falta Replica comes with 
an overabundance of rough edges. E

Remember the last time you split (or attempted to split) 
your centercases? You probably reverted to the hammer and 
screwdriver method to pry those monsters apart. Then once you 
repaired the damage, you had to bash all afternoon with a 
plastic mallet to get them back together. Or you went the other 
route. You reminisced on how hard it was to split the cases the 
last time and decided to break down and let the dealer do it for 
you. You probably weren't happy with the bill, but it sure 
beat tearing out your hair and kicking your centercases around 
the garage floor when you really got mad. 

We came across a trick little item that should cure the 
problems of many à home mechanic. Joe Bolger makes it and 
it's worth its weight in gold. It's labeled the Pusher-Puller 
Plate. It was originally designed for Honda CR/MT 125 and 
250 machines, but with a little experimenting and possibly 
drilling a few more holes, you can adapt it for almost any 
two-stroke single. Once attached, the tool can be used on 
either side case, will remove the crankshaft, separate cases, 


will pull the crankshaft back into place, and most importantly, ~ 


pull case halves together. 

If you follow the instructions provided with the tool you 
can't miss. Once you've got the centercase screws out, it's 
simply a matter of slipping the PPP into place and 
going at it with two 19mm wrenches. The 
cases will split or go back together with 
ease. Just like the shop does. As a matter 
of fact, the Joe Bolger is used in all 
Honda service clinics arid chances are 
that your local two-stroke dealer is 
using the same item in his back room too. 

You can get one of these marvels by sending $30 to B&B 
Auto-Sport Ltd., Motorcycle Division, Dept. PC, 150 Lake Hill 
Rd., P.O. Box 82, Burnt Hills, NY 12027, or if you're in the 
western part of the country, you can send to their counterpart 
at 1537 E. Del Amo Blvd., Dept. PC, Carson, CA 90744. 

If you've recently had your centercases split by a dealer, 
you'll know that prices range anywhere from $25 (if you're 
friends with the owner's daughter) to a high of $60 (if the owner 
finds out what you've been doing with his daughter). The tool is 
only $30. If you split your cases twice, you've saved quite a few 
bucks. Considering it can be used on Honda, Suzuki, 

Kawasaki, Yamaha and countless others, you could probably 
charge your friends $10 every time they want to borrow it. They 
shouldn't complain too much; after all, you're saving them 
about $50. Besides, you don't have to keep buying plastic E 
mallets anymore. ©

Photos D, E, F, G— Now we go on to 
the idle circuit. When this carburetor 
first made its appearance, many wild 
and wonderful things were written 
about the idle circuit. It was claimed 
to have two complete idle circuits, 
two idle jets, three idle circuits, and a 
whole bunch of other things that just 
aren't so. What it has is one idle jet and 
two air passages. The only real differ- 
ence between the Mark Two and the 
earlier concentric is the addition of the 
second air passage, but that's enough. 
This carb meters very precisely at low 
revs. The two idle air passages start at 
the bottom of the air horn deno photo 
A) and continue through the carb body 
to where they dump into the venturi. 
On their way they pass over the idle, or 
pilot, jet and pick up gas from the float 
bowl area via the siphon method. The 
airflow can be metered by the pilot jet 
screw located on the left side of the 


carburetor body. Actually there are 
two screws located here, the one 
closest to the cylinder is the pilot jet 
screw (see photo E). The second screw 
just lifts the slide up so that the engine 
can be set to idle. The only time this 
should come into play is on a street 
or trail bike; racing motorcycles 
shouldn't idle. Turning in the air screw 
cuts off the airflow and turning it out 
allows more air to flow over the pilot 
jet. Many people think that this screw 
controls the gas going to the pilot jet; 
not so, it only controls the air going 
over the pilot jet. By regulating the 
airflow over the jet, you control the 
mixture getting to the engine. Photo F 
shows the location of the pilot jet 
when it is screwed into the carb body. 
Photo G shows where the idle mixture 
dumps into the venturi. You'll notice 
that the dumping area is past the 
carburetor slide (closer to the engine). 





This means that the slide, needle, 
needle jet and main jet have no direct 
bearing on the way the engine runs at 
lower rpm. This isn't a completely 
hard fact because all of the different 
metering systems overlap somewhat, 
but if for instance the main jet is too 
rich, it doesn't mean that the idle cir- 
cuit can't be spot on. In photo E you'll 
notice two idle jets. Only one is for the 
idle circuit, we included the choke idle 
jet so you can see that they're exactly 
the same, except for the size of the 
opening in the jet itself. For example 
the idle jet used in this carb when it is 
used on a 360 Bultaco is a #30, while 
the jet used in the choke circuit is a 
#50. Also in photo E you'll notice an 
O-ring around the air screw. When you 
put your carb back together, make 
sure this O-ring is in good shape. If it 
isn't, dirt can get in and clog the pas- 
sage. 
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its low-speed qualities. Granted, getting the carb to work in the 
lower rpm range could be a problem, but once you got it 
working, it did handle the job. 

All that is in the past however, for this year, the Bultaco line 
appeared with the all-new Mark Two Concentric, and the way 
it works almost guarantees you'll be seeing it on more brands in 
the near future. 

The new carb is quite a bit like the older concentric, and at 
the same time it's quite different. Operation from the midrange 
on is the same as the previous concentric, but up to the 
midrange the carb has been completely redesigned, including 
the addition of a choke that operates in the same manner as 
that found on the Mikuni carburetor. The earlier concentric 








had a tickler, which worked well priming the engine, but it 
managed, along with the overflow vents, to cover the engine 
with as much gas on the outside as it was putting in the 
combustion chamber. The vent system has also been com- 
pletely changed; now the two float bowl vents are about two- 
thirds of the way up the carb body. The only way they'll 
overflow is if you get the bike upside down, and in that case, a 
flooded engine is the least of your worries. 

With these basic differences behind us, let's take a look at 
the carb in various stages of disassembly and see what makes it 
work. Incidentally, even though this is specifically about the 
Mark Two Amal, the basic premise will hold true for any 
motorcycle carb. E А

Photo H— Now we get to the mid- 
range portion of the carb, and here is 
where most motorcycles don't oper- 
ate properly because there are three 
items that overlap: the slide cutaway, 
the needle position, and the needle jet. 
To aid in the midrange operation, the 
Mark Two has an air passage that 
dumps in by the needle jet (see photo 
D). The air being forced in here helps 
to break down the gas into a mist 
before it gets into the venturi. Other 
than the air passage, which once again 
starts in the carburetor bell, the opera- 
tion of the Mark Two is the same as 
the concentric. In tuning the carbure- 
tor from this point on, the tuning 
progression is: slide cutaway, position 
and size of needle, needle jet and 
main jet. 


Photo 1— The carburetor slide takes 
over after the idle jet is through, even 
though there is a big overlap here. The 
size of the slide cutaway is marked on 
the bottom. This slide is a 2-1/2. On the 
Amal carb each half size means 
another 1/32-inch cutaway. 


Photo J— Next in the progression is 
the needle. There are different needles 
that will work in this carburetor but 
you can assume that the manufacturer 
has the proper needle in the carbure- 
tor for your bike. However, you might 
have to change the location of the 
needle for fine tuning. The Mark Two 
needle has five locating notches for 
the clip to be positioned in. The higher 
you raise the clip, the leaner the mix- 
ture; the lower the clip is on the 
needle, the richer the mixture will be. 


Photo K— The next item is the needle 
jet. It overlaps quite a bit with both the 
needle selection and location. The 
time to change the needle jet is after 
you have either raised or lowered the 
needle all of the way and the engine is 
still either too lean or too rich. For 
example, if you've raised the needle all 
of the way (the locating clip all of the 
way down) and the engine is still too 
lean, then you should go to the next 
size larger needle jet. When you 
change the jet, you can put the needle 
back into the middle position and start 
to tune all over again. It takes some 
time to get things right in the mid- 
range, but if you want your machine to

main jet, which meters only from 
slightly above half throttle on. You 
want to be very careful when chang- 
ing this jet because you can destroy 
the engine quicker than at any other 
time when you have this jet on the 
lean side. Always start on what you 
know is the rich side and work down 
in small steps. That holds true any 
time you're tuning the carburetor. 
Always start rich. Now, the way you 
check what you've done in the carb is 
by reading spark plugs, and that's a 
whole other story. But at least now 
you know specifically what makes the 
new Mark Two tick, and generally 
what makes any carb work. There's 
nothing secret or trick inside the Mark 
Two, in fact it's a fairly simple carb. 
But it works well and that's all anyone 
can ask. 
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Pierre Karsmakers is definitely getting 
pumped. At the beginning of the season, 
he was having problems with the Honda 
machinery. It just didn't seem to jibe 
with what Pierre wanted it to do. A trip 
to Japan, where a lot of testing and devel- 
opment occurred, resulted in a new 
machine for the former Dutchman, and 
eventually some success. 

With his new bikes working right, bad 
luck struck again. At Carlsbad, Calif., 
during a routine Sunday race, Pierre's 
machine broke a swingarm, sending him 
rolling down the hill; he stopped sliding 
with a broken leg. Again a black cloud 
seemed to be stopping both Pierre and 
Honda from looking good at the begin- 
ning of the season. 

But it's changed. It started in Cope- 
town, where Pierre was credited with 
winning the Grand Prix. His open class 
Honda had substantially improved in 
power, handling and dependability. 
Pierre graduated from a string of DNFs 
and poor placings in the best way possi- 
ble. Winning a GP against the best in the 
world has got to build up your confidence 
in both yourself and your machine. 

At Moto-Masters Park second annual 
National Motocross in Mexico, New 
York, Pierre again proved that on the 
right machinery, and in the right frame 
of mind, he was unbeatable. 

At the start of the first moto, Marty 
Smith took off out of the gate into the 
lead, a fact that didn't surprise too many 
spectators. Marty had been setting a 
blazing trail in the 125cc class, and had 
already been quoted as being happy 
when he rides big-bore machinery. His 
style and methods are similar to when 
he's on his 125; the only difference is 
about 40 horsepower, a fact that Marty 
seems unconcerned with when it comes 
to wicking on the throttle and destroy- 
ing berms. 

But his experience and stamina on 
big-bore machines hadn't quite matured, 
and after only two laps Pierre blasted by 
into the lead. He had gotten a middle of 
the pack start and was setting consistent 
lap times, obviously quicker than anyone 
else on the track. His rhythm and con- 
sistent lines eventually put him into the 
top spot, putting distance between him 
and the pack. 

Jimmy Weinert made an unscheduled 
pit stop because he had problems seeing 
the course. Although there was some 
dust on the track, it wasn't as bad as 
what you'd find on a typical Southern 
California track. Jimmy's goggles were 
loose, allowing the fine dust to work its 
way into his eyes. He stopped by his 
mechanic Bill, got the goggles replaced, 
and was back into the race in a matter of 
15 seconds. 

Smith was starting to fade, and 
allowed Weinert and Kent Howerton 
(Hus) to slip by before the checkered flag 
fell. But there wasn't enough time for the 
two riders to catch the leader, Kars- 
makers. Weinert, the point leader going

into the event, seemed to be almost un- 
concerned with Karsmaker's win. Per- 
haps he had something up his sleeve for 
the second moto. 

If there was any additional back pat- 
ting, it should have gone to Tony 
DiStefano. While running up towards 
the front of the pack, the 18-year-old 
factory Suzuki rider was involved in a 
crash that saw himself, Gary Semics 
(Kaw) and Gary Chaplin (CZ) go 
tumbling down the track. Although none 
of the riders were injured, DiStefano was 
the only one to get back up quickly and

As the checkered fell, Tony finished 
15th, not in the front perhaps, but still a 
finish. Karsmakers easily won the race 
with a comfortable lead, followed by 
Howerton, Weinert, a tiring Smith, and 
Steve Stackable (Mai). 

Asit turned out, Weinert obviously did 
have plans for the second moto. When 
the gate fell, he led into the first corner,

accompanied by rival and constant com- 
petitor, Kent Howerton. DiStefano, 
wanting to make a better bid in the sec- 
ond moto, blitzed into third place on the 
second lap. 

For almost half the moto, the three 
riders ran as a freight train, with Weinert 
leading the way, Howerton filling the 
middle, and DiStefano playing caboose. 
Howerton was the one who seemed to 
have the pressure. He wanted to pass 
Weinert, while at the same time, he had 
to hold off DiStefano. And then there 
was Karsmakers, who hadn't shown up

yet to do battle, but you could rest 
assured that he was back there some- 
where, charging towards the trio. 

On lap 14, while going past the 
mechanic's pit area, Howerton's prob- 
lems seemed to temporarily disappear. 
DiStefano, trying to cut to an inside line 
to pass the Husky rider, had made a bad 
choice, dropping his Suzuki and losing 
valuable ground. For a lap, Howerton 
had to contend with Weinert only. He 
would charge towards the Yamaha rider, 
only to be blocked. He then would fall 
back a few feet, re-group, and try again.

The Superbowl of Motocross in the 
Los Angeles Coliseum is quickly 
becoming one of those events that 
everyone attends. If you miss the 
Superbowl or the Carlsbad GP you aren't 
considered a professional spectator. 
People who aren't that involved in 
motocross even attend. It's one of the few 
races where you can sit down in the 
bleachers, out of the dust, and have a 
leisurely hot dog and beer. If you haven't 
seen a friend since last year's Superbowl, 
chances are that among the 50,000 
spectators, he's there somewhere. 

Each year the course gets a little 
renovation, both for the spectators and 
the riders. Superbowl IV was tighter in 
spots, had more jumps, faster straight- 
aways, and according to some of the 
riders, was a bit on the dangerous side. 
There was one section in particular that 
was very tricky. Four large whoop-dee- 
doos claimed many a high school 


competitor during the Friday night _ 


eliminations. During practice on Satur- 
day afternoon, some of the professional 
riders found themselves picking up their 
machines and taking a better look at the 
bumps that just spit them off. 

For Marty Smith, the problem with the 
four bumps never materialized. Unfor- 
tunately, he never got that far. As the 
starting gate fell (rather shakily all 
evening) for the start of the first 250 
moto, the 125 National Champ shot his

red-framed Honda into the lead. Just 100 
feet down the course, Marty hit some 
braking bumps leading into the first 
corner. His machine lurched up on the 
front wheel, hesitated for a moment and 
finally spit Marty off. It was incredible to 
watch: amid the 40 competitors roaring 
down the straightaway at 60 mph, there 
was a red Honda, in the lead, flying a 
good 15 feet in the air—upside down. It 
performed three large cartwheels and 
finally stopped 20 feet past the first turn, 
bent and broken. Marty, thrown by the 
initial impact, took a little tour of his 
own. He finally stopped tumbling well 
past the first turn and out of the pack's 
way. His machine, heavily damaged, and 
Marty, considerably shaken, retired for 
the evening. 

Smith had been the choice of many 
spectators to win the event, and with him 
out of the running, their loyalty switched 
to their second choice, Rex Staten. He 
had been right behind Smith at the start 
and quickly inherited the lead. Following 
closely was Zdenek Velky, the Czech CZ 
rider Mike Goodwin had imported for 
the fans. Tony DiStefano broke the CZ 
dominance on his new works Suzuki 
(with upswept pipe and better suspen- 
sion), followed by Roger DeCoster, Jim 
West (Mai), Jimmy Weinert and Heikki 
Mikkola. Ei р 

With “Rocket Rex" in the lead, the 
crowd went berserk. The screaming was

so loud that the riders could barely hear 
their own machines running. Heikki 
Mikkola, not too happy with his first lap 
placing, began picking off riders each 
lap. By the third go-around he had 
passed DeCoster, Weinert and West to 
take over fourth position. Heikki, who 
had said earlier that he wasn't overly 
pleased with the course, seemed to be 
getting along with it just fine when things 
were getting down to business. 

By the fifth lap Staten and Velky had 
broken their CZs loose from the crowd 
and were setting out with a comfortable 
lead. The 50,000 enthusiasts had their 
second disappointment soon afterwards. 
In the four whoop-dee-doos Staten lost 
control and did a spectacular endo. He 
stopped rolling 10 feet past the section, 
with his CZ pinning him to the ground. 
Velky quickly took over and made a 
mental note not to repeat Staten's 
performance. Each lap, the Czech took 
the bumps very slowly and carefully. 

Mikkola had worked up to DiStefano, 
and in an effort to hold him off, Tony 
had whittled down Velky's lead. Unfor- 
tunately for them, the CZ rider was 
holding something in reserve. Once he 
saw that his safety margin had been cut 
down, he put on a charge that saw him 
cutting laps two seconds faster than 
DiStefano. His lead was quickly re- 
established. 

Jimmy Weinert had been spurred on 
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by Mikkola and he too got a good rhythm 
going, enabling him to pass DeCoster 
and catch Mikkola. Jammin' Jimmy 
started working on the Finn, trying to 
pass in each turn and out-horsepower the 
Husky on each small straightaway. Each 
time he would stick his Yamaha inside 
Mikkola's line, he would be frustrated by 
a well executed block pass. It looked as 
though Jimmy wasn't going to be able to 
pass. His only chance was down the long 
back straightaway. After repeated tries, 
he found that his Yamaha was identical

in speed and horsepower to Mikkola's 
Husky. 

He just had to sit back and wait for a 
mistake. It finally came in the form of 
Mikkola missing a gear on the back run. 
Just before the jump, the Husky 
over-revved for a second while the Finn 
was trying to find the right cog. It was all 
that Weinert needed. He left the gas on 
and passed in mid-air, putting himself 
into third position. Mikkola followed 
closely, waiting for a mistake by Weinert 
that never came. On the following lap, 
the former World Champ fell going into 
the front straightaway. His throttle 
stuck, and before he could retrieve the 
machine, the engine seized and the 
throttle broke. He retired for the evening,

spectating from the infield.It was a bad 
night for World Champs. DeCoster 
would also: drop out two laps later, to 
DNF this and the two following motos. 

The front runners remained the same, 
Velky way out in front and all alone, 
while DiStefano kept an eye on the 
ever-charging Weinert. For most of the 
first moto, Jimmy Ellis and his Can-AM 
weren't being watched by many. specta- 
tors. They didn't realize that Ellis, who 


had overshot the first turn at the start, 
was quickly working his way up from the 
back. Two laps from the finish Ellis 
passed Jim West for fourth position. He 
was flying higher and farther than 
anyone over the jumps. A quick check of 
a stopwatch showed that he was also 
cutting lap times faster than Velky's one 
minute 27 seconds. 

As the checkered fell, Velky took an 
easy win. DiStefano, who was never in 
striking distance, held on for second, 
though he was barely 15 feet in front of 
the still-charging Weinert. As Ellis came 
through, the mechanics in the pits 
changed their everyday routine. Usually 
when their particular rider comes 
through, they follow him into the pits. 





This time almost all the mechanics lined 
the pit fence, watching Ellis. They had 
observed his blitz from the back to the 
front, and were sure to tell their riders 
about the New Englander between 
motos. 

Ellis was ready the second time the 
gate fell. Down the front straightaway, 
his Can-AM simply out-powered the 
other machines. He also braked in time 
for the first corner, leading DiStefano, 
Weinert, Karsmakers, Velky, Semics 
(Kaw) and DeCoster around the course. 
Once again Velky started passing the 
pack. You've got to hand it to thé Czech 


riders. They get down to business at the - 
very start. Within three laps he had 
passed enough riders to put himself into 
third position, behind DiStefano. But 
Tony was concentrating on Ellis. Both 
riders were from the Eastern part of the 
country, and had ridden against each 
other many times. DiStefano felt that he 
could pass on the back straightaway, the 
same way Weinert had gotten Mikkola. 
Ellis was flying farther and higher, and 
Tony figured that if he could get his bike 
back down first, and the Suzuki power to 
the ground, he could pull Ellis’ Can-AM 
into the corner. 

They came off the jump side to side, 
but DiStefano got to the ground first and 
applied the gas. He landed just slightly 
crooked, and his machine almost 
highsided to the right. Tony corrected, 
but it was too late. The bike slid sideways 
the entire length of the straightaway, 
finally coming to rest on the backboard 
of the bleachers in the corner. By the 
time he got himself uprighted and going 
down the track again, Velky and Weinert 
had slipped past. 

Ellis didn’t seem too bothered by the 
fact that Velky was right behind him. 
He knew from the previous moto that he 
was faster than the Czech. Velky would 
make up a little ground, only to lose it 
the next lap when Ellis would spurt 
around the track after realizing that the 
CZ was getting too close. 

When the checkered fell, it was still 
Ellis’ race. Velky hadn’t been able to 
pass. Weinert held on for third, while 
DiStefano, despite a leaking gas tank 
from his crash, finished fourth. Rex 
Staten, trying to make up for his crash, 
pulled off a fifth position, followed by 
Karsmakers for sixth. 

If the spectators had been keeping 
score, they would have realized that the 
final win was still up for grabs. Ellis, 
Weinert and Velky all had a good chance 
at first overall. The last moto would be 
the big decider for the trio. 

Once again, Can-AM led the field into 
the first turn, but this time it was Mike 
Runyard. Runyard, who recently signed 
with the Canadian firm, was followed by 
Ellis, Karsmakers, DiStefano, Thor- 
waldson and DeCoster. Velky had gotten 
another bad start and was in the middle 
of the pack. 

Runyard held his lead for four laps 
before his teammate took over. Ellis, 
once more on the top position, looked as 
though he was heading for another win 
and the overall. But Weinert had other 
ideas. Both he and Velky were working 
their way through the pack. As they were 
passing slower riders, the two bashed 
elbows and tangled handlebars for four 
laps, with neither rider going down. It 
was starting to look like a roller derby 
match. Weinert knew he had to rid 
himself of Velky to finish with the first 
overall. Velky too, had to get rid of 
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From New Jersey to Texas to Oregon 
and back to New York with intermediate 
stops in Alabama, California, and 
Missouri; riders hopeful of qualifying for 
the U.S. ISDT team abandoned all else 
during the spring months to participate 
in the Two-Day Qualifiers held in eight 
different spots strategically located 
hundreds of miles apart. 

No two Qualifiers were alike, except in 
one respect: complications and incon- 
sistencies in interpretation of the guide- 
lines sent out by the AMA to the spon- 
soring groups. Hannibal, New York, the 
scene of the concluding event, in many 
ways suffered most from the problems 
this program faced and hopefully can 
lead to some constructive changes for 
next year. 

Riders coming to Potosi, Mo., for the 
seventh round were greeted on arrival by 
a few showers interspersed with sun- 
shine. As many came directly from the

horrors of an Oregon spring, any mois- 
ture at all was viewed with alarm. 
However, for those who knew the poten- 
tial for inclement weather in this Ozark 
Mountain region, this was good weather. 
Preparation of the course for this or 
any two-day is an exhausting, full-time 
job which usually has to be done after 
eight hours on a regular job or in lieu of a 
week's vacation. One has to be dedicated 
to the sport of off-road riding to sacrifice 
one's motorcycle, cutting as many miles 
of trails for two-days and national 
enduro events as Lynn Burton and 
members of the Potosi Motorcycle Club 
have done during the past 12 months. 
Saturday's run was plagued by 
drizzling showers which made the mud a 
little softer and the rocks a little more 
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slippery. It didn’t seem to hamper most 
of the series leaders, however, and 34 of 
the 199 starters completed the first day 
with no trail marks against them. The 
Penton Import team of Jack and Tom 
Penton and Carl Cranke was far ahead of 
the pack in team points. 

The weather cleared at sunset and 
Sunday dawned a misty but sunny day. 
The 113 riders on the line that morning 
were eager to run the course, which for 
the most part was a reversal of the 
previous day’s route. Most of the 
spectators gathered along the way had 
their eyes on two numbers: 43D and 45B. 
The first belonged to Carl 
Cranke and generally 
appeared a little before the 
latter, which everyone knew 
was Dick Burleson. 

When the two were spotted riding 
down a creek together into a checkpoint 
at midmorning, speculation was rampant 
as to what had happened. Cranke was 


came up one point (second) short to give 
Burleson the overall win. 

Jim Hollander, who missed an arrow 
and rode over two miles off the course 
before discovering his mistake, filed a 
protest because of the confusing arrows. 
Although he lost his protest, it was 
generally considered that the Potosi Two- 
Day was most severely hampered by the 
use of an arrowirig system that was 
extremely difficult to decipher at 
а glance. 

The orange and fuchsia day one and 
day two markers faded just enough in 
some spots to confuse riders and head 
them off in the wrong direction. This was 
more of a problem on Sunday when the 
run was a reverse of Saturday and some 
arrows had been bent or twisted by the 
200 riders who passed that way on the 
previous day. 

Arrowing so many miles of trail is an 
extremely time-consuming job and 
obviously cannot be left entirely to the 
final hours of preparation.

quently, those sections marked ealier 
were apt to suffer the slings and arrows 
of outrageous weather, which plagued so 
much of the two-day this season. 

In the end, the number who finished 
(99 out of 199 total starters and of 113 
day two starters) proved that the riders 
were gaining in their ability to deal with 
terrain and weather. The only other 
major variable, human nature, was to be 
one of the biggest obstacles at Hannibal, 
New York. 

Some might say that the Hannibal run 
need not have happened. Indeed, only a 
few of the leading contenders for ISDT 
selection participated. For some, like 
Carl Cranke, whose string of six gold 
medals assured him a place on the team 
already, it would have been a long, hard, 
expensive trip from California. However, 
two-thirds of the Penton team took a 
pass on this event even though the point 
standing and participation totals of 
several team members at the time of the 
Hannibal run did not justify such 
confidence. 

To come up to the desired 200 entrants 
for the run, the Silver Lake Enduro 
Riders Association, sponsor of the event, 
accepted numerous non letter-of-intent 
riders. On Saturday this was to 
complicate an already touchy 
relationship between cyclists and law 
enforcement officials. 

Much of the Hannibal run was under 
the supervision of Jerry Harris, himself a 
serious participant in the Qualifier 
series. He had ridden four events prior to 
this one, taking golds in three; but was 
restricted (for obvious reasons) from 
riding in this one. Nevertheless, he knew 
first-hand the problems a rider faces 
navigating a strange area and hoped to 
eliminate as many of these as possible. 

However, particularly in the tough 
area of “land use," this is not a one-man 
or sometimes even a one-club job. In 
Hannibal's case, the club had been 
anxious to avoid extensive looping as this 
often confuses riders when arrows have 
gotten torn, faded or turned and even

knocked down. 

They had obtained permission from 
the local power company to include many 
miles of power lines on the run. Verbal 
support from owners of adjoining land 
had been adequate until late Wednesday 
when a protest from one owner brought a 
reversal of the power company's 
permission unless written approval could 
be obtained in the 48 hours left from over 
200 parties involved. 

The only solution was to abandon use 
of the power lines and re-arrow and 
re-map the route over the remaining 
sections. Sunday's route would then have 
to become a reversal of Saturday's. The 
course that remained included a greater 
percentage of tight woods sections and 
these often were muddy quagmires 
because the spring rains had not yet 
stopped in upstate New York. Lost time 
could only be regained by faster speeds 
on the highways. 

When speeding got out of hand, local 
and state police came on the scene in

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Easy Modification Fills Holes and Flattens Bumps 


My son Paul followed the usual 
motorcyclist’s route from vacant lots to 
desert trails to club events to motocross 
tracks. We learned that most trailbikes 
are-good enough for cowtrailing, enduros 
and poker runs; but when it comes to 
motocross, power and handling suddenly 
assume special importance, and ‘‘good 

'enough" really is not good enough. 

Accordingly I was nagged and bad- 
gered for a decent MX bike; and last 
Christmas a Suzuki TM- 125 appeared 
under our Christmas tree. It was a nice 
little machine: lightweight, forgiving, 
super quick out of the hole; and, with 
only a change in shock absorber springs, 
it handled as well as its competition. Paul 
was happy with it. 


A few short months later, Suzuki. 


dropped the RM 125 on us. It was the 
same as the TM 125, but with five more 
horsepower and a cantilevered, long- 
travel rear end. A good rider can 
compensate for less horsepower, especi- 
ally on short California motocross tracks, 
which require acceleration rather than 
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1. Cut rear frame downtube flush with 
and at a 90-degree angle to its upper 
gusset. Cut both sides before proceed- 
ing to the next stop, so the frame will 
be unstressed and able to come up 
slightly. 


2. Heat right side downtube eight 
inches down from cut end and bend it 
forward, to midway between oil tank 
mounting tabs. Let frame rise. Weld 
tube to frame and repeat on left side, 
aligning it with right. 


3. Tack weld 14mm bolt to tube-7/8

some cutting, bending, and welding on 
the frame. A few hours later, our old 
TM 125 had 7% inches of rear wheel 
travel. To complete the suspension 
package, I disposed of the stock fork 
springs with their spacers, and installed

fork leg, just a smidgen less than the 
4-1/3 ounces the book calls for.

may be taken flat out in fifth, and 
choppy corners smooth right over. For 
desert trailing we jumped from the stock 
15-tooth countershaft sprocket to a 
17-tooth because keeping the engine on 
the pipe—that is, maintaining speed—is 
a simple matter. The long travel makes 
the Suzuki competitive in trials, too, 
when fitted with a 12-tooth sprocket, 
although this was an unexpected benefit. 

The biggest benefit, of course, is the 
cost. The bike is light, so expensive 
gas-filled or aluminum shocks really are 





not essential. We use S&W Kawasaki 
7-1 shocks, which are 13% inches long 
with four inches of travel, fitted with 
S&W 95-125 Ib. progressive wound 
springs. The only other parts required . 
are two 14mm by 2-Vs-inch-long bolts . 
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with aircraft nuts, a section of 7/8-inch 
o.d. tubing 12 inches long, and a piece of 
flat scrap. for a longer muffler hanger 
bracket. 

Begin by removing the stock shock 
absorbers, seat, side covers, air cleaner, 
brake cable and oil tank (which must be 
eliminated). Loosen the pipe, then 
support the bike on a stand to allow the 
swingarm to hang free. Now get out your 
hacksaw, file and torch and give your 
TM 125 the suspension you need to keep 
up with an RM 125. You'll find yourself 
way ahead of a Honda CR 125! P3 


5. “Fishmouth” the end of the tubing 
so it fits around 14mm bolt welded to 
frame. The closer the fit, the stronger 
the final weld will be, so spend a little 
extra time with a file and grinder at 
this point.

6. Weld in sections of 7/8-inch tubing, 
clean up welds, saw off old upper 
shock mounting bolts, and give frame 
a coat of black lacquer.

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There aren't too many riders around 
today who first broke into the dirt aspect 
of two-wheeling on a*400cc fire-breath- 
ing, rip-snorting motocross machine. It 
just isn't done. No matter how much 
inborn talent you may or may not 
possess, you just don't jump on a bike 
and go tearing into the sunset, trophy 
clenched between your teeth and a low- 
mileage pit tootsie behind you. You've 
got to learn the basics first. Speed and 
skill go together. Too much speed and 
not enough skill results in lots of straw- 
' berries, lots of scabs sticking to the inside 
of T-shirts, and lots of repair bills. 

Most of the top riders in the country 
today started out on small machines. 
Tim Hart, Marty Smith, Rich Eierstedt, 
Billy Grossi and others all started on 
little bikes before graduating into the 
125, 250 and 500 class machinery. 

Just recently the 100cc class was 
formed; at least the serious 100 machines 
appeared. Previously, Honda had the 
90cc four-stroke, the beloved Motosport 


Not just a scaled-down version of real 
motocross machines, the TM 100 is 
designed for serious competition in 
the small class. б 
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90. Now they've got the XL 100, but 
they're still not in the motocross ball- 
park. To date, Kawasaki doesn't have a 
real 100cc machine for dirt enthusiasts. 
They've got an enduro. model, but God 
help you if you're in a hurry. 

That whittles it down to Suzuki and 
Yamaha. Of the big four Japanese manu- 
facturers, only these two companies are 
in the business of making a 100cc moto- 
cross machine. And at that, Yamaha 
seems to be only half serious. Suzuki, it 


appears, is the only “J” model that's, 


taking the little class with a lot of

thought towards a well-rounded package. 

First of all, if you're expecting blazing 
speed from a 100cc machine, you're! in 
the wrong market. The other two smaller 
manufacturers of 100cc machines (Pen- 
ton and Hodaka) don't claim that their 
units are extremely quick, and rightfully 
so. A 100 is for learning. You want to go 
fast, sure, but you don't want to get into 


The manifold hose on our test 
machine was already showing signs of 
deterioration. Cracks eventually 
develop into leaks, a serious problem 
for engines when dirt can get inside. 
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trouble. 

The Suzuki TM 100 will go fast, but 
it's not that overwhelming. To the first- 
time rider, the power is going to seem 
incredible during his first few outings 
with the machine. After that he's going 
to get used to the way it comes on, goes 
away, and how to keep it where the 
engine seems happy. 

When he's totally confident of the 
power and has mastered the acceleration, 
'then he starts learning techniques. If 
you're constantly trying to hang onto 
some brute horsepower beast, you're not 
going to learn anything but how to hang 





on really well. With the TM 100 you're 
going to learn how to ride. Once you get 
over the initial feeling of “Geez, these 
dirt bikes go faster than they look," 
you're going to start learning that the 
power, when properly applied, will scoot 
you around a track quite smartly. 

The powerband on the TM is a little 


pipey. It's not going to load up on you 


every time you park it, but if you don't 
keep it up on the pipe, it's not going to 
perform very well. If you get lazy, you're 
not going to learn. The TM 100 seems to 
have just the right amount of ''charac- 
ter” that it forces the rider to keep, if not 


on his toes, at least alert. You don't have. 


to wring its neck to get a reaction: from 
the engine, but if you let it loaf'around all 
day, you're going to fall asleep at the 
controls. 

` It’s got a five-speed gearbox that 
seems to be rather well spaced for the 
beginning rider. It isn't really tight, a 
plus for the novice who doesn't under- 
stand the theory behind downshifting 14 
times going into a corner. The gears are 
spaced nicely so that only one kick down 
is required when approaching the normal 
everyday corner. If you're going to get 
"hot-shoey" about it, you can kick down 
a couple of gears, smack the berm and 


come down the straightaway at a 
good clip. : 

We're not going to start complaining 
about the lack of long-travel rear or front 
suspension on the TM 100. It really 
doesn’t need it. If you’re getting to the 
point with this machine that the stock 
suspension is slowing you down, then it’s 
time to move onto something else, 
something bigger. You’ve outgrown the 
bike. The only suggestion we would make 
would be to drain the usual junk fish oil 
out of the forks and put in some real fork 
oil. This way the forks work the way they 
were posiened: With the stock Suzuki 


100 


The bike runs best with the silencer 
intact, but watch the holding springs 
—they like to go away. Shocks are 
five-way adjustable, dual-spring-rate 
oil units.

-~ liquid inside, they only make a token 


appearance. 

The rear shocks are five-way adjust- 
able. This means that you can fine-tune 
the back suspension by adjusting the 
amount of spring tension. The springs 
(two actually) are on a split rate, so that 
adjusting is going to be a little tricky. 
Most beginners aren’t sure of how sus- 
pension is supposed to work. Just keep 
moving the spring tensioner (accom- 
plished by moving the lower collar on the 
body) until the shocks feel good while 
you’re riding. 


One of the most important items on a - 


novice’s machine is brakes. When. you 
first start riding you seem to get into a lot 
of trouble. Brakes are nice to have when 
you’ve got to stop. Suzuki has slightly 
“detuned” the brakes from the RM and 
the TM 125. They are still there, and they 
do work well, but a lot of the preciseness 
is gone. You can still stop the front wheel 


with just two fingers. But you're not 


running the risk of getting pitched over 
the bars because the front wheel locked 
up too easily. 


The same holds true with the rear.. 


Locking up the back brake, and sub- 
sequently killing the engine, is a problem 
that many riders have. The back stopper 
on the TM 100 gives you plenty of warn- 
ing. We're not saying that the brakes are 
junk. They work well. It's just that 
everything happens just a little bit 
slower, a little easier, and it takes a lot 
more effort to get yourself into trouble. 

One of our complaints about the 
brakes is the size of the back brake 
pedal. When you first start riding, 
finding the brakes in an emergency situ- 
ation is extremely important. The brake 
pedal surface on the TM is too small. For 
an experienced rider, it's fine; he can 
find the pedal with a minimum of 
hunting. But for beginners, it’s impor- 
tant that the pedal surface be enlarged. 
See if your local welding shop can do 
the trick. ; 

Another problem novices have is the 
comfort of the machine. If you've got to 
adjust to something on the machine 
because it isn't comfortable, you aren't 
going to be able to concentrate as much 
on what you're trying to achieve. For 
instance, if the bars are too high or the 
seat is too low, you're going to be 
worrying about that a lot more than the 
turn coming up. If you've got to compen- 
sate for the machine, it divides your 
attention. 

The TM 100 doesn't seem to have any 
of those problems. The seat-to-handle- 
bars-to-footpegs relationship is very 
comfortable. For riders taller than five 
feet eight inches, it's going to seem a 
little too low. People with an inseam of 
less than 22 inches are liable to have 
trouble keeping their feet on the pegs. 
But for the masses, the bike will fit. 

The seat is comfortable enough to sit 
on almost all day. Someone just learning 
doesn't even want to think about stand- 
ing up on the bucking monster between 
his or her legs, thus the seat comes into 
play a lot. At first it might seem a bit on 
the stiff side, but as you ride, you'll 
realize that the sores you were expecting 
never appear. 

Stock Suzuki bars are on the 100, and 
although you're probably going to get 
along with them just fine, we'd like to see 
a better pair on the machine. They are 
too far forward, and the bend at the end, 
back towards the rider, isn't pronounced 
enough. Something a little higher off the 
triple clamps with a little more sweep 
back towards the rider would be nicer. _ 

While we're on the subject of bars, 
you'd be wise to get some different grips 
on the bike before going out and learning 
how Roger D. does it, Despite all the 
yelling and screaming by the press and 
other riders, beginners always seem to go 
out riding without gloves. The stock TM 
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100 grips are going to turn your hands to 
hamburger. We can almost guarantee 
that you're going to go home with some 
nasty looking blisters after your first few 
hours. They're neat to show during 
algebra class, but nobody wants to hold 
hands with a dried-up meatloaf. 

The footpegs are alright, but spring 
loading would be nicer. Again, the 
beginner does a lot of “foot up—foot 
back down" type stuff and might run 
into a couple of problems finding the 
pegs if he accidentally popped one up. 
This can be cured easily by getting a 
couple of spare pipe springs and attach- 
ing them to the footpeg and frame. 

Gas tanks seem to be a big hangup for 
many riders. If it's too wide, it forces 
your legs out where trees reach out and 
'grab your knees. If it's too slim, the 
engine cylinder manages to melt your: 
boots if you're wearing them, or put a 
nice toaster on your leg if you're not. The 
Suzuki tank is somewhere in between. It 
doesn't push your legs out and it doesn't 
let you get too close to the engine. It 
should hold enough gas to give you an 


For a 100cc engine, you'd be surprised 
at the ponies it puts out. Countershaft

easy four hours of practicing how to let 
the clutch out, go through the gears, 
stopping, etc. 

For an all-out motocross racer, the 
tires aren't satisfactory when it comes to 
big slides or super traction. Most be- ` 
ginners generally go in straight lines for 
quite some time, so sidewall tread isn't 
critical. Put new tires on your Christmas 
list anyway. When you graduate to berm 
shots and crossed-up slides, the lack of 
sidewall on the stockers will hamper your 
progress. і 

The engine is basically bulletproof. 
You put gas in the gas tank and oil in the 
little oil tank. You're going to have 
problems getting oil into the side tank at 
first. We found that buying one of those 
funnels with a hose about a foot long 
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works really well. If you're really going' 
the "factory" route, you can get a funnel 
with a flexible hose so that you don't 
have to loosen the side cover to fill the oil 
reservoir. The gas tank also needs a 
funnel. The opening is too small and you 
pour gas all over everything. 

There are two things that you should 
really keep an eye on with the TM 100. 
One is the side cover that protects you 
from the countershaft sprocket. The 
screws in the cover just love to come loose 
at the wrong time. When you first get the 
bike, apply a little Loctite to the screws 
and put them back in with an impact 
driver so that they're nice and tight. That 


With peak rpm and a little hot- 
shoeing, the 100 allows you to practice 
good cornering for the future, when 
you move onto a larger machine. 


should cure the problem of ripping up 
dungarees (and breaking ankles) by 
getting them caught in the countershaft 
sprocket. 

The other item to watch is the exhaust 
pipe. It's a pressed seam unit, meaning 
that there are only two halves to it 
instead of five or six individual cones. It 
does like to occasionally split, usually 
right under the brake pedal. If you do see 
a leak developing (characterized by what 
looks like a deposit of oil along the 
seam), drop on down to your local welder 
with pipe in hand and get it reincar- 
nated. The pipe also likes to spit out 
springs. Buy a couple of extra along with 
the bike so that you don't have to shorten 
a day's riding because the pipe is drag- 
ging on the ground. 


To summarize the TM 100 Suzuki, it's 
a very secure, fun, dependable little 
machine. The 100 class wasn't really 
designed to be taken seriously. Sure, 
there are a few 100cc experts running 
around, but for the most part a 100 class 
motorcycle is for learning, not profes- 
sional racing. The TM 100 will allow you 
to learn, because it doesn't protest. It 
also gives you the feel of what it's like to 
have a bigger machine. 

When compared to the Yamaha, the 
TM 100 has it beat. The Yamaha has 
steel rims and mediocre suspension. 
Suzuki has DID rims and good suspen- 
sion. Yamaha has a 19-inch front wheel

and so-so brakes. The Suzuki has a 21- 
incher and good brakes. Both machines 
are easy to work on, although we found 
that the Suzuki didn't eat as many plugs 
as the Yamaha we tested a few issues 
back. 

If you're considering buying a TM 100, 
there are a few things you've got to 
understand. First of all, it'S a beginner's 
machine. It does run like the bigger 
equipment, but for the most part, it's 
designed so that you can learn the basics. 
After you're used to the power, know how 
to handle the machine, and are getting 
bored with it, you know that you can 
always sell it. But don't graduate into a 
bigger class before you've mastered the 
100. Too often a rider will get a bigger 
machine because he feels that the power 
will help him out. In a very few rare cases 
this is true. But for the most part, you 
should move up in cc size slowly and 
gradually. Know the machine you're 
presently riding until your skills are 
beyond what the machine can do. Then 
you can step up to something bigger, 
better and more sophisticated. How 
about the RM 125? Then the RM 250? 
Then the RM 370? ж

before; in 1973 he lost the 500cc title to 
Roger DeCoster by just two points after a 
struggle that went to the final round. But 
how would he react to the pressure in the 
250 class? The next round was the 
British, on a dry, stony and dangerous 
course that tested riders’ courage to the 
limit with three big downhill swoops. By 
this time Everts had admitted that the 
Puch was the fastest and most reliable 
machine in the 250cc GPs, and he 
himself had clearly come to terms with its 
speed. 

Jim Pomeroy was the fastest in 
practice for the British round, with 
Everts fourth. But it was Hans Maisch 
who led the first leg, from Russian 
Eugene Rybaltchenko on a CZ, Pomeroy, 
and Everts. First Everts ploughed the 
Puch past Pomeroy’s Bultaco on an 
uphill section, then Rybaltchenko fell, 
leaving only Maisch, son of the Maico 
factory boss, ahead. Three laps closed 
the gap, and after three further laps 
while he sorted out where to pass, Everts 
moved ahead on top of the plateau, and 
then pulled out a 10-second lead. It 
seemed almost casual, and the Belgian 
and the Puch were now leading the world 
for the first time, for Bauer had gone 
down in a first lap pileup. 

Andersson, fifth in the first race, won 
the second leg, with Everts taking second 
place despite a fall in the dust at half 
distance when he admitted losing 
concentration. Bauer, suffering from a 
knee injury that had bothered him for 
six weeks now, led in the early stages but 
then fell back to fourth. 

The final scores left Everts out on his 
own with 129 points, and Bauer, still 
without a race win this season, on 116. 
There were four more rounds to come, 
and maybe the Belgian’s biggest threat 
was the vastly experienced Andersson, 
who’d now hauled up to third place with 
90 points after fighting hard to overcome 
a lot of bad luck in several races. Maisch 
was close behind in fourth place, but 
Falta, the brilliant 24-year-old Czech 
who had seemed so promising earlier in 
the season, had been pulled out of the 
series. Confused rumors suggested that 
he’d either contracted an illness or that 
Iron Curtain politics had somehow been 
responsible. 

Either way, it meant less pressure on 
the backs of the Puch men as they 
headed their Fiat out on the 900-mile 
drive back to the little nine-man 
competitions department in the factory 
at Graz, southern Austria. Their rider 
Everts was in form, the bike was strong 
and reliable, and even in the unlikely 
event that they might be finally beaten to 
the championship, they knew the 
publicity they’d already obtained would 
be enough to guarantee a ready market 
for a rather important event next year, 
the launch of the new Puch production 
motocrossers. x

wheels will lock and slide if you're really 
getting down on the brake pedal. If 
you're used to driving a four-wheel-drive 
truck you know what we're talking 
about. 

The AM/FM radio is neat to have if 
you're traveling around the country. It 
seems that the AM stations are getting 
worse and worse each day, playing only 
"bubble gum’’ music. Besides, FM 
doesn't have as many commercials. The 
speakers are mounted in the door and 
sound as good as any of those trick $20 
units that you buy at the local sound 
store. The radio has enough base and 
volume to simulate a concert when your 
favorite song comes over the waves. 

Our van had those one-way windows in 
the side sliding door and the two back 
doors. It'S a smoked black goodie that 
lets you see out but doesn't let others see 
in. This is especially nice if you want to 
leave your bike in the van overnight. 
If they can't see what's in there they 
probably don't want to break in to find 
out. The sliding door window is also nice 
when you're changing lanes. It lets you 
see what's on the right side of the van, 
always a blind spot. No sense in crushing 
a Volkswagen or motorcycle rider if you 
don't have to. 

We got the “el stocko" seats. For an 
additional price you can get “Captain 
Chairs," which are the high back swivel, 
high zoot models that everyone is selling 
these days. The stockers were comfort- 
able for a while, but on really long drives 
your back did start complaining about 
not having enough support. 

There are other little goodies that you 
can spend your money on. There is a 
cruise control unit that will hold the 
throttle open at the desired level for you. 
It's mounted on the turn signal indicator. 
Just get to the speed you want, flick the 
button and take your foot off the gas 
pedal. It's released as soon as you hit the 
brake pedal. We figure that it will also 
improve your gas mileage on long hauls. 

You can slip an eight-track tape player 
in with the radio. It's factory installed so 
your local sticky-fingered friends can 
"borrow" it on some dark gloomy night. 
You can get windows all the way around, 
tinted glass, a rubber guard to keep old 
ladies from denting your sides in the 
supermarket, and the wider tires like on 
our test van. 

At tech inspection Saturday before the 
U.S. Grand Prix we met Brad Lackey in 
the parking lot. He talked us into letting 
him take a test drive with the new Ford. 
He said it's much better than the old one 
and he plans to buy one very soon. You 
have to give him some credit on being a 
van expert. He's traveled around the 
country for the past few years in various 
vans and he said there's nothing like a 
new Ford van.

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third. Meanwhile, riding a lonely fourth 
with less than one-third lap to go was 
Mike Hartwig. Hartwig had a 10-second 
cushion between him and fifth-place 
Velky when his whole world crumbled 
beneath him, along with the frame of his 
Husky. Hartwig looked over his broken 
machine and determined it was beyond 
hope, and with that, he slowly headed in 
the general direction of the pits. For 
Hartwig, when it rains, it pours. 

At this point Velky inherited fourth 
and was able to protect it with no trouble. 

Velky's come-from-behind effort left 
many of the riders a little slack jawed. 
And the idea of having to race him all 
over again must have been a bit too much 
for some of them since only 22 riders 
lined up for the start of the second moto. 
Pierre came back ready for more action 
and led the way to the first turn. Di- 
Stefano, Velky and Weinert tucked in 
behind and the foursome began to move 
away from the pack at an alarming rate. 
DiStefano was quick to get by Kars- 
makers who seemed to be holding back a 
little. A few laps later, Velky picked his 
spot to pass Tony. He held it wide open 
over the biggest jump in the place. The 
pass failed and they raced side by side 
over a series of small jumps and through 
a couple of turns until Velky had the only 
line in the whoops. Velky never looked 
back and started a high-speed chase 
after Tony D. Two laps later Velky had 
drawn close enough to DiStefano to give 
Tony an uneasy feeling. The Czech 
earned the lead when he passed Tony ina 
set of man-made whoops. Tony stayed 
with the GP ace for a lap and tried his 
grandstand pass routine once again, but 
Velky slammed the door on him at the 
next corner. Tony was getting tired and 
needed only a second to take the overall 
win. DiStefano maintained a comforta- 
ble gap and held it to the checkers for the 
overall and a second in the moto. Pierre 
followed at a distance for third and like- 
wise for Weinert in the fourth. 

Tony DiStefano chalked up another 
win to his list of achievements for the 
year which now includes the lead in the 
1975 Inter-AMA series. Velky slipped by 
Karsmakers for a second overall, 
Weinert picked up fourth with Peter 
Lamppu and John Savitiski also turning

With the pace the two were setting, it 
wasn't long before they had pulled up 
behind Ellis. All the other riders were 
taking a back seat to the three front 
competitors. Velky led Weinert, their 
positions changing almost each lap, as 
they reeled in Ellis. Then suddenly it 
looked as though Ellis lost the lead. 
Making a mistake in some rough 
whoop-dee-doos, he got off the course, 
went through the banners, and into the 
infield. 

He quickly got back on the track, but 
had lost a lot of precious ground. Now 
Velky and Weinert were right behind 
him. Ellis continued to lead while the 
other two fought, but his small side trip 
seemed to take some of the fight out of 


‘him. Where before he was leading easily, 


he now had to really work at keeping the 
number one spot. 

With six laps to go, Weinert came 
around, minus Velky. In a back section 
of the course Jammin' Jimmy had put the 
Czech in a bad spot where he hadn't 
ridden before. A small crash, which 
Jimmy ''helped along a little bit" by 
block passing, had eliminated the Czech 
from the top competition. Where Velky 
had gone low, Weinert had gone high 
and cut across the CZ rider's path. His 
front wheel was swept away by Weinert's 
machine, putting Velky on the ground. 

By the time he restarted his machine 
and got back on the course it was too 
late. Even with the five remaining laps, 
there wasn't enough time to pick up the 
lost ground. And Weinert couldn't catch 
Ellis in the remaining minutes. After he 
had eliminated Velky, he seemed content 
to stay in the number two spot. 

When the checkered fell, Ellis took the 
moto, followed by Weinert, a late- 
charging Karsmakers, and Thorwaldson. 
By virtue of his 4-1-1 placings, Ellis took 
the overall victory. Weinert, if he had 
been able to pass Ellis in the final moto, 
would have won. His placing was still a 
comfortable seven points ahead of Velky, 
who finished third. 

Up on the victory stand, Ellis was 
understandably happy. He had come to 
win the race, and proved to many that he 
was here to stay. Ellis had always done 
well on indoor tracks, and frequently 
battled with Weinert. When Jimmy came 
up for his second place trophy he turned 
to Ellis and said, “I used to battle with 
you in New England on the circuit. Now 
at the Superbowl, we're here again."

hold off Karsmakers, he could place a 
possible second overall. If Karsmakers 
got by, it would drop him in points, and 
also move Weinert into a second overall 
position, by virtue of Pierre's first 
moto win. 

Pierre took about two laps to figure 
out the Texan's methods. He tried a 
couple of unsuccessful passes, and was 
cut off in his attempt for second place. 
But he hadn't yet relied on his GP ex- 
perience. Howerton seemed to be expect- 
ing a pass by Karsmakers on one side, 
and had purposely closed the track, but 
Pierre also anticipated the move, and 
scooted by the Husky rider on the 
opposite side. From a spectator's view- 
point, it:appeared almost as though 
Karsmakers had pulled the old trick of 
tapping on the left shoulder and passing 
on the right. While Howerton was guard- 
ing his left, Karsmakers passed on his 
right. 

At this point in the race, there was 
nothing that Jimmy Weinert could do. 
He was running in first place—you can't 
better that. But since Howerton had been 
passed by Karsmakers, his first overall 
was lost. If Pierre would fall down, or get 
re-passed, Weinert would win. 

But Karsmakers knew the score too, 
and cruised in for a very comfortable 
second position. He never challenged 
Weinert for the win, knowing that it 
wasn't necessary. In the overall stand- 
ings, it was Pierre with the win, Weinert 
second, followed by Howerton, Smith, 
and Stackable. 

In the support class, Ossa-mounted 
John Gurga of Johnstown, N.Y., edged 
John Joyner, a Florida series veteran, for 
the overall win. Gurga won the opening 
moto while Joyner was running third, but 
Joyner applied the pressure by winning 
the second moto. Gurga needed a second 
for the overall win and he got just that, 
out-racing Jeff Bonasera of Pennsylvania 
for the runner-up spot in the final moto.

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TECH TIPS 


125 TO 175 


| just had a brainstorm on how to make 
my CR 125 Honda fly. Did you know that 
the new MR 175 Honda's bore and stroke 
is 66mm by 50mm, and the CR 125 is 
56mm by 50mm? The stroke is the same 
and the engine cases look the same, too. 
Do you think | could modify the MR 175 
head to fit the CR 125? If so, | will use a 
D&G pipe, 30mm Mikuni, plus port it, cut 
the piston to make it fly, use angled gas 
shocks. Sounds good, right? But | know 
there is not a 175 class so it will be just a 
bogie bike. Will it work?

It won't work because of the design of 
the cylinders. To adapt the 175 to your 125 
you would have to machine out the center 
of your cases in order to line up the 
transfers and other goodies. You would be 
better off going to a very large bore job. 
About the closest you can come to a 175 
with the stock 125 cylinder is 142cc. For 
jollies you could port the MR 175 cylinder 
so it's faster, put on a downswept pipe (it 
will fit) and slip in the tranny from your CR. 
That also should fit into the MR 
centercases. Then you'll have a very fast 
175. Expensive too. 


GEAR JAMMIN’ 


| have purchased a 1975 TM 75 Suzuki. 
l'm very pleased with it, except for one 
problem. When | change gear most of the 
time | will miss it. Can you tell me what the 
problem is?

You don't know how to shift gears. 
Don't pussyfoot around. Pull the lever with 
ample pressure with your whole foot, not 
just your big toe. Your boots might also be 
a problem. They could be too soft or too 
stiff and might be giving you a false 
feeling through the shift lever. If all else 
fails, use the clutch lever every time you 
change gears. 


AIR FORKS 


| own a 1974 Yamaha MX 100. | have 
been looking for something to help the 
forks. A No. 1 Products fork kit won't fit 
my bike because of the steel sliders. Last 
week, before the start of my second moto, 
| met someone with the same type of forks 
who said he had air forks. He said he took 
out all the spring oil and other fork in- 
ternals and drilled holes in the fork tube 
caps just large enough for a valve stem to 
be installed. He then installed them, filled 
the forks with air at a gas station, and 
adjusted the pressure for his riding. He 
claims it's lighter; the dampening won't 
fade and he gets more travel without 
springs. Would this work? Would the tire 
hit the fender before bottoming? What are 
the disadvantages? It sounds like a good 
idea.
